Though it is the especial duty of the detective bureau to catch law- 


breakers, as it is the especial duty of the regular police to prevent crime, Chief Smith’s citizen- 
clad men have had no share in the long and dangerous campaign by which this most noted of all 


St. Louis gangs has been uprooted. 


When the gang, insolent in the momentary strength of numbers, or flushed with the bravado 


of drink, chose to attack the law, the object of che attack was some uniformed policeman. 


When 


geprisals came, they were made by uniformed policemen, sometimes singly, sometimes in wagon- 
loads. And the shots which brought th¢ gang’s heyday of terrifying revelry to an end were 
» almed at the star and the heart of a uniformed policeman. 

Only once, so far as is recalled about Police Headquarters, have detectives aided in the work 
of the police against the Bottoms Gang. This was when, after the shooting of Policeman Hutton, 


two of Chief Smith’s men arrested Joe Looney on a robbery charge. 


And Looney was already 


under bond, having appealed from a Workhouse sentence. 


Reason for this taut drawing of lines in the law’s 
handling of the gang may be sought in the internal 
jealousies of Police Department and the politi- 
cal alliances of the gang. It may also be traced, 
beyond these external and incidental causes, to the 
almost inborn hatred of the gangsters for a blue 
coat and a helmet. 

The harmony about the new Police Headquarters 
building, as all in it know, is chiefly - architectural 
harmony. If the thought waves that-cross and mingle 
between the offices of the chief of police and the 
chief of detectives could take tonal form, they would 
make discords sfich as Wagner never dreamed of. 

. Buch. discerd, indeed, did.blare forth.when, a few 
weeks ago, Chief of Police Creecy sent two uni- 
formed policemen ‘to Springfield, Ill,, to bring back 
Hussey, Haughton and Brown as witnesses to the 
Hutton shooting, and when he emphasized the an- 
nouncement that he did so because he was “taking 
no chances.’’ Tasks of this sort usually fall to de- 
sectives. — 

Nor, to view Chief Smith's phase of the matter, 
has it been forgotten that the political wires of the 
chief of detectives form a trunk lins to the former 

of the Democratic City Committee, now 
aspiring to a Schgol Board position. And the fer- 
mer chairman is allied by a blood tie, thicker than 
the strongest of strong waters, to Delegate Hussey— 
to Hussey the foe of a score of policemen, the man 
who has never gone back on the gang. 


War On Police Began Years Ago. 
T least, the gang has not forgotten this, and 
A has considerately refrained from making its 
demonstrations when detectives were about. 
In return, the gang seems to have hoped that the 
detectives would not go out of their way to harm 
the,gang. And—mere chance though this may be— 
the gang has not been molested by the detectives. 
But; to find the real reason why the gang, hating 
‘@ policeman, should be indifferent to the hidden star 
of a detective, and should. even treat its wearer 


as a ste my one must go further back. 
Back, for instance, to the ,‘Patch’’ or the side- 


walks and vacant lots of the North End, some ten or 
a dozen years ago. Not longer ago, for the oldest of 
the gang is but 26, and the younger members, voters 
though they may be in fact, are under legal age 
‘and are but a few years beyond the Juvenile Court's 


purview. 
There were then boys who, chased by a. policeman 


t & for the chance smashing of a window by a baseball, 


or driven by a policeman from the grass of the little 
_ pQuares where they sought to fly their kites, came to 
believe all policemen their enemies. 

The first of the number to be arrested and taken 
to police court became to his comrades a hero, whose 
glory dimmed that of the stars of baseball or pugi- 
liem. For him and his comrades, it became a dream, 
“do up” a policeman some day. 

(Many of the boys, growing up and attaining the 
viewpoint of orderly society, forgot this youthful vow. 

_A few did not forget. A few never forgave society 
end the law for the restraint on their boyish pleas- 
‘ures.

Haughton Grows Strong in Club. 

OR were “sports” and near-sports the only ones 
N ‘whose votes Haughton could influence. Sym- 

thizers with the street car strikers of 1900 did 
not, at least for a few years, forget that Haughton 
opened his Olive street clubhouse to the strikers when 
they were locked out of the car barns across the 
way. He made a few powerful enemies hy doing this, 
and he made, many friends who, caring lttle about 
the fighting game, could hardly refuse any fequest 
the boyish-faced, gray-haired club manager made of 


them at the primaries or on election day. 


In 1904, the World’s Fair season, Haughton’s club 
thrived in the old ice rink building on Ceok avenue, 
and police officials and men who pay taxes in four, 
and even five figures, sat at the ringside and cheered 
his fighters. 

One of the directors of the club was James A. 
Smith, then Deputy Building Commissioner, now 
Building Commissioner, and then, as now, influential 
in the Jefferson Club and with the Democratic City 


‘: Committee. 


The club removed to the Pickwick Theater building 
on Washington avenue, west of Jefferson, after the 
Fair, and as the Folk ‘“‘lid’’ caused clubs of a certain 
sort to spring up, it enrolled many new members and 
enlarged its facilities for slaking Sunday thirsts. 

When the old church at Twenty-second and Wash- 
ington became vacant in the Summer of 1906, the club. 
still keeping the ‘‘West End” in its name, moved two 
blocks east. Haughton’s police ‘‘pull’’ had waned, 
and he saw with some bitterness that the Hibernia 
Club, which Lawler Daley was credited with backing, 
and in which Frank Hussey was conspicuous, was 
much more prosperous than his own. 

He discouraged the Daley following from visiting 
his place, and when some of them insisted on coming. 
he stood in his doorway holding a revolver and or- 
dered them away. 


Haughton Makes War on Gané. | 
AVING at the same time a quarrel with the 
im police of the district where his club was lo- 
cated, Haughton soon had the joy of seeing the 
police znd the Hibernia Club coterie at each other’s 
throats. A private detective from the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office spent several days in the gang-ridden 
disirict, and the result of his investigations be- 
fame known through the publiation in the Post-Dis- 
patch of the first news narrative of the Bottoms 
Gang, with a Hist of robberies in the ‘‘Bottoms’’ 
neighborhood, Its chief rendezvous, a tree stump 
upor? which always reposed a beer “can” at an al- 
ley’s mouth on Twenty-first street, was also de- 
ricted. 

This revelation discredited the police and its result 
discomtited the gang. For the public censured the 
police for pérmitting the gang to exist, and the po- 
lice “went after’ Tony Foley and his comrades. 
Haughton had his fevenge on his enemies when he 
first saw the gang and the police bruising each 
other's heads in a street fight. 


The gang’s evil name spread rapidly. Only a few 


weeks after they were first heard of, Clyde Casey 


killed Tim Foley, Tony Foley's brother, and escaped 
punishment by pleading that the Bottoms Gang had 
threatened to kill him. 

Rivalry over a woman's favor was the cause of this 
killing. The character of the neighborhood north of 
Wahington avenue and east of Jefferson had under- 
gone a chapge which police orders and realty inter- 
ests had combined to bring abont. And the gang 
flourished through the accession of a class of leisure- 
ly youths, some of whom managed to get ‘‘elk’’ or 
“coll” after their names in the City Directory, but 
concerning whose rea) means of subsistence no one 
could have any doubt. 

Again, in the gane’s early days, battle and sudden 
death marked its annals, when Don Nichols was 
stabbed to tite beart in a dance-hall fight. On such 
meager evidence as outsiders could furnish, Edward 
Carroll was held by the Coroner, 

As for the other members of the gang, they were 
no more Carroll's friends than they had been Nichols’ 
friends. But Nichols was dead, and they saw no 
service to him in giving testimony that would send

Tony Foley, leader in pranks and in crime, urged 
his fellows to the task of ‘“‘trimming’’. troublesome 
policemen: on Jefferson avenue. Time and again 
one patrolman, Joplin by name, warmed his club on 
the stubborn skulls of ‘the Foley following. There 
were times when Joplin “got his’’ from the gang, 
his tailor repair bill grew abnormally, and victory 
alternated until the policeman’s alarmed wife asked 
und obtained an order transferring him. 

But it fell to Patrolman Patrick Stapleton’s lot to 
be the target of Tony Foley's shots, fired with Staple- 
ton’s own revolver, after the gang had attacked the 
policeman and wrested his club from him, one winter 
night a little more than two years ago. The gang’s 
silence saved all but Foley. Stapleton’s testimony 
against the leader was positive, and Foley got a 
penitentiary sentence, He has not yet commenced 
serving it,-but it seems assured of fulfilment by a 
Supreme Court decision and by Foley’s presence, at 
this time, in the Workhouse. 

Foley's chagrin over the outcome of this episode 
has hardly been greater than was his disgust at the 


time, when he learned that his bullets "Nad missed 


Stapleton. 

Foley got a bondsman, and strove to remove the 
reproach of his poor marksmanship by new feats.. He 
and a party of his comrades invaded an Eighth 
street “‘beanery,’’ jerked the queue nearly off the 
head of a Chinaman who was munching a late supper 
there, broke the dishes and wrecked the furniture. 

Hie was arrested for this, and the ready bondsman 
sprang to his aid. Foley was arrested with Edward 
Carroll when they invaded ‘another restaurant on 
Jefferson avenue and struck. one of the customers 
on the head with an fron bar. 


First Policeman Shot in Club Raid. 


GAIN the bondsmen obliged, and a still heavier 

A demand was made on his paper resources when 

the Hibernia Club, the Olive street haven of 

Foley and his friends, was raided, and Policeman 
Deters was shot in the shoulder. 

Foley was arrested in this.raid, and some of his 
comrades, whom the desk Sergeant on late night 
duty did not happen to know, enjoyed the rare treat 
of seeing their names gravely recorded on the police 
blo.ter under such preposterous aliases as ‘‘Numb- 
skull’ and “Carl Hagenbeck.” What member of the 
Bottoms Gang would not exult in an arrest which 
enabled him so to ‘‘put one over’ on the police! 

It was just after this shooting and the ‘‘Numbskull”’ 
incident that Chief Creecy declared war to the knife,- 
with the usual knife-to-hilt proviso, on the Bottoms 
Gang. 


He proclaimed, 


Aug. 7, 1907, that no matter what 


politicians were backing the Bottoms Gang, his men . 


would arrest its members on sight and lock them 
up under the -0-hour law. He appealed to the courts 


“to forget about the parole system for the time and 


to hand down a few long terms for chronic offenders. 

Carroll and Gleason, the first of the Bottoms Gang 
to graduate into professional crime of a felonious * 
sort, had in the meantime been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for robbery, te which a murder was all 
but joined, in a flour mill office. 

Karbarously bold, too, were “Connie” Sullivan and 
“Hieavy’’ Conners when, one August night in 1907, 
they dragged a young woman, a cloak model, out of 
an Olive street. restaurant, thrust her into a car- 
riage, Grove her to the North Side Democratic

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“JINGO RAVINGS IN “ENGLAND. 
The jingo fear of Germany, which for twenty 
years has disturbed the peace of the phlegmatic 
English mind, has culminated in a frantic hub- 
bub occasioned by a second-rate play which pic- 
tures the invasion and devastation of the tight 
little island. 

According to the Navy Year Book for 1908 
Great Britaip has 100 battleships built, building 
and provided for, with a total tonnage of 1.- 
395,930. Germany has 42 ships of this class. 
built, building and provided for, with a total 
tonnage of 548,254. 

For years Germany has pursued a strong naval 
policy which Englishmen are sure is gimed 
against the peace and commerce of the British 
Empire. A man g0 cautious as Lord Cromer op- 
posed the old-age pension bill a few weeks 130 
on the ground that all the money would soon be 
needed to oppose a descent upon the kingdom 
from Germany. And lesser men have diligently 
and most ferociously preached a bigger navy and 
an entire reconstruction of the army with this 
sole end in view, 

A territorial army on the German plan is to 
take the place of the volunteer and militia sys- 
tem, which, it is said, has always excited the 
risibles of military men. The play, called “An 
Englishman’s Home,” is by Maj. Du Maurier, son 
of the famous artist and satirist. As a play it is 
said to be structurally weak, but as a help to 
recruiting it is a frantic success. Young men 
go to see it and as they leave the theater assemble 
in droves under the direction of recruiting officers 
and are then marched off to become soldiers in 
khaki. Young and ojd, rich and poor, gentle and 
simple, all are worked up to fever heat of ex- 
citement and can see plainly that the Germans 
are preparing to follow the example of William 
the Norman. 

* In detail the fever is not unlike that which 
heated the imagination of Americans a few years 
ago, and which, in fact, has not yet subsided. It 
was discovered that the Japanese were invading 
this country in the shape of domestic servants, 
mechanics, students; cooks and even servants of 
naval officers on board ship, and it was confident- 
ly stated that all was prepared, the eidest cf 
the elder statesman was about to press the button 
and a Japanese army would appear in all parts of 
the United States and devour us like so many lo- 
custs. So in England today there are several hun- 
dred thousand German ladies’ maids, cooks, mo- 
chanics, electricians, clerks, etc., who act as sples 
and will, at least the male portion of them, form 
an army of welcome when the invasion is ordered. 

The excitement is called patriotic and Du Maur- 
ier’s play lifts it to white heat. But there is a 
question: Can the national strength be elicited 
and augmented by drugging the people with artifi- 
cial fears, emotions, fancies, imaginations and 
lies?

Dr. Lewis sensibly suggests that 
one of these foum-be chosen by the committees 
of the two leading parties for a place on the 
ticket. 
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SOCIOLOGY, 

The Post-Dispatch letters on “How To Spend 
Five Thousand Dollars a Day,” come from peo- 
ple of many kinds. The philanthropic ideas in 
them are many, but they are all alike in one 
point. They take it for granted that to be cf 
any use, money must be put to useful purposes. 

This is “sociology,” as scientific and as philan- 
thropic as if it had been specially prepared by 
the professional philanthropists the Sage “found- 
ation” is intended to educate, 

If these letters are carefully compiled by any 
student of sociology, they will be valuable in 
themselves. They will become simply invaluable 
if they have added as a supplement the letters of 
the series contributed to the New York World 
by people who are doing their best to live on 
$5 a week. 

There are’ more of these and they have more 
practical experience than the number who can 
give practical directions for putting $5000 a day 
to the best uses—uses which would be approved 
by such an economist as Mrs. Hetty Green, if 
she were supervising the expenditure of the 
amount of her own daily income at the expense 
of some one else.

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TOO BUSY FOR CIVIC DUTY. 

The public attention immediately compelled by 
the many striking thoughts in the St. Louis ad- 
dress of President Woodrow Wilson leaves one for 
final consideration, as perhaps the most striking 
in that or any other recent review of American 
conditions. , 

“It is impossible under our present scheme of 
things for a busy man to do his full civic duty,” 
Dr. Wilson said in closing an able argument 
which might be summed up in the original propo- 
sition of the Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitutio: that “we are governed too much.” 

The difference between the situation then and 
the situation now, as Dr. Wilson has explainod 
the present situation of “busy men,” is wide. 
Then a few men, assuming entire control of, ull 
government, denied that the rest had any reason 
for troubling themselves about it at all.

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MR. JUDSON ON THE MUNICIPAL COURT. 

The constitutionality of the Municipal Court 
bill is certified by Mr. F. W. Lehman, President 
of the American Bar Association, and Mr. F..N. 
Judson, President of the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion. Besides these authorities for this specific 
measure, a string of judicial opinions are cited 
in support of the constitutional principle, and 
text-book writers of unquestionable authority 
—among them Dillon and Abbott—are quoted. 

This array of legal opinion on the side of the 
measure ought to satisfy the most scrupulous 
legislator, especially as there is only one opin- 
lon on the other side—that from the unnamed 
lawyer quoted by Senator Kinney. 

It is hoped the Judiciary Committee will now 
see its way clear to report the bill. It is da- 
manded by all representative interests in St. Louis 
as & measure of vast importance to the city, a 
reform which will be widespread and in all re- 
spects beneficent. To delay the bill in committee 
is to pay tod much heed to merely personal and 
captious objections.

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RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, , 

A number of bills have been introduced im the 
Missouri Legislature, the object of which is to ex- 
pedite the administration of justice and to relieve 
the congested condition of the dockets of our ap- 
pellate courts. Various organizations taking an 
active interest in this matter have sent me copies 
of these bills soliciting my views as to their merits, 
assuming that my long experience as a Judge on the 
trial and appellate bench of this State entitles my 
views to some consideration. Instead of replying to 
these gentlemen or writing to members of the Legis- 
lature on the subject as I have been requested to do, 
I prefer to give my views through the medium of 
your paper so as to make. .them accessible to all. 
enabling me to enter more into detail than I could 
conveniently do in letters written to individuals. 

I state at the outset that the amount of business 
of which a court can properly dispose depends not 
so much upon the number as upon the efficiency of 
its Judges and hence the mere increase in the num- 
ber of judges furnishes no adequate relief. That, 
however, is a question which addresses itself to the 
consideration of the Legislature only in so far as 
it is within the power of that body to segregate judi- 
cial from general elections. and thereby raise the 
standard of the judiciary. 

Among the bills introduced is one to increase the 
number of the courts of appeals by establishing an 
additional one for the southwest part of the State at 
Springfield, Greene County, by detaching certain 
counties both from the St. Louis and Kansas City 
Court of Appeals and bringing them within the jur- 
isdiction of the newly created court. This is the 
fourth attempt to create such a court, three former 
attempts having been vetoed by the governors of the 
State. Substantially the same bill was introduced 
in 1887 and passed both houses. Gov. Marmaduke in 
his veto message (Senate Journal, 1887, p. 761.) dem- 
onstrated conclusively that neither the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals nor the Kansas City Court %f Ap- 
peals needed any relief and that the judges of the 
new court sought to be established would practicai- 
ly hold a sinecure at great expense to the State. He 
further shows that the establishment of such a court 
would in no way relieve the Supreme Court, which 
was the only appellate court that needed relief. The 
message states that the Kansas City Court of Ap- 
peals disposed during the years 1885 and 1886 of 915 
appeaJ/s or an average of 457% per annum and that 
but 135 cases remained for hearing at the March 
term, 1887. It further shows that the counties of 
Jasper, Polk, Dallas; Cedar, Hickory, Barton. Dade, 
Vernon, Camden and Maries, which the bill pro- 
posed to take from the Kansas City district and to 
transfer to the new appellate district, furnishea dur- 
ing these two years only an average of 2% recess 
per annum. 

The message further shows that the counties pro- 
posed to be taken from the St. Louis district ang to 








} be transferred to the new appellate district had fur- 


nished for the last five terms preceding only an ay- 
erage of 20 appeals per term, and that the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals had called its entire docket each 
term and had disposed of every case submitted to 
it before adjournment. 

The same bill was again introduced in 1903 and 
passed both houses, but was vetoed by Gov. Dockery. 
The Governor in his veto message again went into 
full details. He stated that the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals during a period of five years next preced- 
ing had disposed of 1326 appeals or an average of 
25 annually and that the St. Louls Court of Ap- 
peals during the same period had disposed of 1712 
appeals or an average Of 342 annually, while during 
the same period there were but 630 appeals all told 
from the 39 counties which the bill proposed to take 
from the two appellate districts then existing and as- 
sign to the new district. The message winds up witn 
thee statement that the official exhibits attached to 
it verify every detail and that the creation of this 
unnecessary third court of appeals would in no way 
relieve the crowded condition of the docket of the 
Supreme Court. The bill was again introdugsd in 
1906, passed both houses and was vetoed by Gov. 
Folk (House Journal, 1905, p. 108). The veto mes- 
sage states that the court is wholly unnecessary since 
both the St. Louis and Kansas City Court ef Ap- 

their business and usually adjourn 
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¢reates a Supreme Court Commission of three mem- 
bers to be appointed by the Supreme Court anj draw- 
ing the same salary as its judges. 

The enlarging of the pecnuiary, limit of the juris- 
diction of the courts of appeals will not materially 
relieve the Supreme Court, since, outside of damage 
suits against corporations, but few-appeals involve 
a greater amount than $4500, the present pecuniary 
limit of the jurisdiction of the courts of appeals. 
Since these damage suits originate largely in the 
large commercial centers of the State and the terri- 
tory assigned to the Springfield court of appeals is 
eminently rural, such enlargement of jurisdiction 
would add substantially no additional business to 
that court and would leave it.in the main a court 
without business, as demonstrated by statistical data 
in the three veto messages above referred to. That 
the Supreme Court fell so far behind in its work 
is mainly due to the extraordinary litigation arising 
in consequence of the anti-trust laws and the regula- 
tion of public utilities, raising new, and, in many 
instances, complicated questions and retarding the 
consideration of appeals in other cases. 

The commission which was created by the act 
of March 22, 1883 (Session Acts, 1883, p. 60), when sim- 
flar crowded conditions of the Supreme Court docket 
prevailed, inside of tWo years relieved the Supreme 


Court to such an extent that thw further continu- 


ance of the commission was deemed unnecessary. 
The re-enactment of the act of 1883, with certain mod- 
ifications, is, in my opinion, all that is needed to 
bring the docket of the Supreme Court within two 
years to its normal condition so that all appeals can 
be disposed of without delay. It is much easier to 
create courts than to abolish them, because, although 
on one can hold an indefeasable title to a public 
office, we seem to be averse to ousting an incumbent 
once elected or appointed, although his tenure has 
practically become a sineture. R. E. ROMBAUER.

MUST REPORT OVERTIME WORK

Against Commerce Commission.

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Those ‘Who Would Pull Teeth in French Capi- 
tal Now Must Be Educated in French Col- 
lege and Pass Examinations.

Specter Correspondence From Paris 
Bureau of the Post.Dispatch, 
PARIS, March 13.—Times are not what 
they used to ‘be for American dentists 


in Paris. Ever. since Dr. Evans made 


fame and fortune here ‘‘American den- 


tists’’ have been padding their bank ac- 
counts with easy money, got from ry- 
alty, nobility and Americans in Par's. 
It used -to he that almost any incom- 
petent who knew how to pull a to th 
could cgme to Paris, hang out a sign 
“American dentist,’’ and proceed to reap 
a comfortable fortune. 

But by a law recently passed a man 
must know his profession thoroughly 
in order to practice dentistry here: 

It is required in the first place that 
he be a Bachelor of Arts. Then he 
must not only be a graduate dentist, but 
must have made all his studies in a 
French university and be able to show 
that before he took up dentistry he had 
completed a three years course in medi- 


cine. 
ZL 


The result is that no Americans are 
being admitted to practice as dentis‘s. 
Together with all the other requiremenis 
the young American who would qualify 
must first make himself master of the 
French language and must then, whetl- 
er he has studied before or not, matricu- 
late at a French college and start his 
education all over again. 

Naturally the younger men who have 
turned “heir eyes to Paris have turned 
them away again, and all the America:, 
dentists that remain are men who were 
in practice before, the new law went 
into force. 

But a way may be opened to worthy 
American practitioners by a test case 
that will shortly be brought before te 
Council d’Etat in an endeavor to get 
that body to make a ruling as to wheth- 
er the new statute is not too severe.

tates in Germany and Hungary, produc- 
ing an annual revenue approximately of 
$2,500,000. At 21 he began to indulge in 
reckless expenditure of his revenue. He 
married an actress, Fraulein Lehmann, 
and was divorced from her in 1879. Two 
years later he married Fraulein Jager, 
his present wife. 

Two years after this wedding his wife 
obtained the control of his entire for- 
tune, and had him plaéed in a lunatic 
asvlum, where he remained till 1899. 
With @he help of Louise von Wecseghy 
he succeeded in escaping. 

During 1889 he succeeded in regaining 
possession of his fortune, on the ground 
that his ‘temporary mental incapacity 
h: been.cured, but in 1892 he was again 
deprived of the control of his revenue 
on the ground of incapacity of manag- 
ing his own affairs. 

Evidence was given bearing out his 
relatives’. contention that he is a reck- 





less spendthrift. One witness testified 
that he spent $16,000 in one night in 
Paris. The Supreme Court decided that 
he is incapable of administering his own 
affairs, so that his fortune will continue 
to be controlled by his relatives. His 
allowance hag been increased to $25,000 
per annum.

Would Have Been Wiped Out but 


for Executor, He Says. 

‘OHICAGO, March 13.—Charles -G. 
Dawes, president of the Central Trust 
Co. of Illinois, in Judge Chetlin’s court 
this afternoon gave testimony tending to 
justify the action of Louis T. Owsley, 
executor of Charles T. Yerkes’ estate, 
against whom Mrs. Yerkes is prosecut- 
ing a suit for ouster in his pooling bonds 
or the Consolidated Traction Co. with 
the reorganized street railways securi- 
ties so that the value+ of both might 
be increased. 

Dawes said the action of the executor 
‘‘was the salvation of the estate, which 
was in danger of being swept out of 
existence. He said:

FAIRBANKS BEATS ROOSEVELT 
IN HAVING HIS MARBLE BUST 
PLACED IN SENATE CHAMBER 


But There’s Too Much Hair on the 
Head of the Former Vice-Presi- 


dent’s Likeness, 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Former 
Vice-President Fairbanks has beaten 
former President Roosevelt several 
lengths in having his bust placed in one 
of the little niches surrounding the Sen- 
ate chamber. Mr. Roosevelt remains 
the only Vice-President not given this 
honor, and seven years have elapsed 
since he served his country in that capa- 
city. 

He will be entitled to a grievance soon 
if something is not done to expedite the 
bringing of his marble effigy into posi- 
tion. At various times during the past 
seven years it has been announced tt.at 
a New York artist is busily engaged in 
preparing Mr. Roosevelt’s bust and it 
is now said that completion is near at 
hand. 

Franklin Simmons, an' American artist 
residing in. Italy, carved the bust of Mr, 
Fairbanks. It is of Itallan marble and 
constitutes a good likeness with the ex- 
ception that too much hair appears on 
top of his head. 

The bust of Mr. Fairbanks was placed 
in the reserved gallery on the west of 
the Senate chamber. It is located with 
Schuyler Colfax, also from Indiana, on 
the left, and Garett A. Hobart on tlie 
rignt. Daniel Tompkins, who served as 
Vice-President during both terms of 
James Monroe, was taken from his 
pedestal to make room for the bust of 
Mr. Fairbanks. 

The bust of Richard B. Johnson, Vice-

SIGN OF BOYCOTT} 
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Might Violate Anti-Trust Law 
if They Used It, 
They Say. 








INTIMIDATION CHARGED 


Union Officers .Served With 
Papers in Suit Brought by 
Manufacturers. 





NEW YORK, March 13.—Papers in an 
injunction suit brought by the Samuel 
Mundheim Co. were served upon John 
A. Moffitt, president of the United Hat- 
ters of North America, at Orange, N. J., 
today. Moffitt and 60 other officers of 
the United Hatters are ordered to show 
cause,-on March 29, at Trenton, why 
they should not be restrained from fin- 
ing and intimidating union members 
who, it is alleged, desire to return to 
work at plants where a strike is now in 
effect. 

The hat manufacturers contend that 
were they to comply with the demands 
of the United Hatters and use the 
union label in the hats they make, they 
might be liable to punishment for vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
They claim that as the union label} is 
used in furtherance of an alleged boy- 
cott of unlaheled hats, that by consent- 
ing to the use of the label they might 
unwittingly become parties to the al- 
leged boycott. 


Suit Brought by Company. . 

The suit was brought at Trenton by 
the Mundheim Company itself and in 
behalf of the Associated Hat Manufac- 
turers, at whose 6 factories in various 
parts of the East, a strike has been in 
progress since Jan. 14. Sixty officers of 
the unions affiliated with the United 
Hatters in cities where the strike is on 
are to be served with the papers in the 
case. 

The specific relief asked is that the 
unions be enjoined from alleged intimi- 
dation of men, who the manufacturers 
claim were forced into the strike by 
the union officials and who, it is alleged, 
would not return to work were they not 
threatened with expulsion from their 
unions or with heavy fines. 

The strike was declared when the As- 
sociated Hat Manufacturers announced 
that use of the unton:label in hats made 
by {ts plants would no longer be per- 
mitted.

Enough Supporters Claimed 
for Bill to Pass It, Even 
Over a Veto. 





From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 13.—Called 
a freak by its opponents, the Cross bill 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale 
of cigarettes in this State has caused 
the $50,000,000 Tobacco Trust to sit up 
and take notice. The trust is interested 
to the extent that its cigarete sales in 
Missouri amount to $2,000,000 annually, 
according to Representative Pross_ T. 
Cross of Clinton County, author of the 
proposed law. Independent companies 
add another million to this record of 
consumption. 

It is up to the State Senate to say 
whether the 600,000 Missouri cigarette 
users shall be deprived of their favér- 
ite weed. 

The trust regarded the whole thing 
as a joke until the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed the anti-cigarette bill 
by a practically unanimous’ vote. Then 
the trust magnates got busy. The first 
train from New York brought F. L. 
Blanchard, an amiable and polished 
legislative agent, to this city. Blanch- 
ard figured easy sailing. He hadn’t 
been here an hour when he discovered 
there is a serious probability of the 
Senate sending the measure to Gov. 
Hadley for signature. Representative 
Cross insists he has enough votes to 
pass the bill if Gov. Hadley should veto 
it. 

Senator Lane of Doniphan County is 
the most conspicuous opponent of the 
Cross bill, while its warmest. cham- 
pion is Senator Anthony of Cedar Coun- 
ty, both Democrats. 

Two years ago James M. Seibert, at- 
torney for the Missouri’ Pacific Rail- 
road Co., represented the legislative in- 
terests of the Tohacco Trust. Seibert 
beat the cigarette bill easily. Since that 
time the foes of King Nicotine have been 
active in every county of the State. 

' Senators Smoke Cigarettes. 

There are a number of Senators who 
smoke cigarettes, among them Senators 
Kinney and Brogan of St. Louis, Ca- 
sey of Kansas City, Gardner of St. 
Louis County, Major of BRoward, May- 
er of St. Joseph and Methudy of St. 
Louis, and all are expected to line up 
solidly against the Cross opposition. 

‘Public sentiment is more pronounced 
against cigarettes than it is in oppo- 
sition to the liquor traffic,’’ said Repre- 
sentative Cross to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. “Any country member 
who refuses to vote for thig bill is real- 
ly endangering his political future. “I 
believe, and so do the thousands who 
are supporting my bill, that these so- 
called ‘dream wafers’ stunt the growth 
of our youth, and are productive of 
many nervous diseases. 

“We need only to consult the Gov- 
ernment statistics to learn how alarm- 
ing the cigarette habit has really be- 
come. Kansas, Nebraska, Indiana and 
other states have stamped it out and I 
believe Missouri will do likewise. 

Industry Has Grown Rapidly. 

‘‘In the last quarter century the man- 
ufacture and consumption of cigarettes 
in the United States have grown with 
marvelous rapidity. In 1875, approxi- 
mately 40,000,000 and in 1900 326,000,000 
were consumed, an increase of more than 
cighty-fold in 3% years. Much of the 
popularity of cigarette smoking has its 
origin in business and social conditions 
which evolve and govern habits of liv- 
ing. For many years there has been 
an increasing demand for tobacco jn a 
form that affords a short, inexpensive 
smoke, producing immediate effects. 
“The cigarette is made from a spe- 
cifically mild tobacco and the consumer 
almost invariably inhales the smoke, 
which comes in contact with the deli- 
cate membranes of the respiratory 
tract. In‘this wap the active principle 
of the tobacco is quickly taken into the 
circulation, producing immediate physi- 
ological results. The tobacco selected 
is usually of a very light shade, which 
comes from the variety of the plant, 
the district in which it is grown and 
methods of curing, or all these in com- 
bination. Secret processes of bleaching

Members of Missouri Society 
"to Foster Bill Appropri- 
ating $25,000. 





A committee of the Missouri Society 
of the City of New York has addressed 
a letter to Gov. Hadley relative to a 
proposed exhibition of the resources of 
Missouri in New York. The committee 
is composed of William Hepburn Rus- 
sell, Burton Thompson and 8. M. Gar- 
denhire, who ask Gov. Hadley to aid 
in the ‘show me’’ movement, by which 
New York may be shown what Mis- 
souri can do in the domain'of art, sci- 
ence, industry, commerce and agricul- 
ture. 

It has been suggested that such an ex- 
hibit should be under the auspices of the 
Missouri Society, which has impressed 
itself upon the attention of the people 
of New York, with its membership of 
men who have shown the country that 
they do things. Gus Thomas has been 
for many years one of its representa- 
tive members, and at an exhibition of 
pictures recently made at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in that city, the art prod- 
ucts of the State found a representation 
that attracted unusual attention. 

The letter says that a movement has 
been started to get the State Legisla- 
ture at its present session to appropri- 
ate not less than $25,000, to be expended 
under the direction of a commission to 
be appointed by the Governor, to pay 
the expenses of an exhibition in Madison 
Square Garden or the Grand Central 
Palace similar to the automobile, sports- 
man’s, motor boat shows and the like 
which are held there annually. 

The plan proposed is to have an ex- 
hibition from the State at large that 
will redound to the glory of Missouri 
and “show’’ the country what the Com- 
monwealth can do, does do and has 
done in the way of adding to the wealth 
and joy of the nation: 

Show What State Produces, 

The letter does not outline any par- 
ticular scope for the exhibition or of 
what it shall consist, but Jt is aimed 
to be a dignified showing of everything 
that has made Missouri famous as one 
of the leading producing states in the 
Union. 

It is suggested that in addition to a 
small managing commission there 
should be also a board of advisory 
trustees, composed of representative 
Missourians, resident in Missouri and 
New York, acting in conjunction with 
the commissi@ners appointed by the 
Governor and public-spirited exhibitors 
to conduct the exhibition in a manner 
worthy of its conception and design. 

The Missouri Society of the City of 
New York is willing to devote its time 
and attention to make the show a suc- 
cess, although it will entail a great deal 
of expense upon its members.

Appeal Alike to Those Famil- 
iar With Technique and ‘to 
General Public.

Two special exhibitions will be opened 
at the Museum of Fine Arts, Forest 
shorn this morning. 

A collection of paintings by Hermann 
Dudley Murphy, in Gallery 18, will in- 
terest both the technical appreciators of 


}4art and the much larger number who, 


without special training, have, neverthe- 
less, the capacity to enjoy a sane and 
skiliful interpretation of nature on can- 
vas. Mr. Murphy has been painting in 
Italy during the past year, and the pres- 
ent collection has been selected from 
his work in that country. He has not 
confined himself to Venice, and he has 
observed from his own quiet, individual 
but inclusive, point of view. 

In nearly all the views, water is a 
conspicuous element, and in it he is 
able to infuse subtle distinctions of co}- 
oring which vibrate on the senses long 
after the eye has turned away from the 
canvas. Some 6f his pictures unfol 
one looks at them, developing from ‘mo- 
ment to moment some gentle suggestion 
to which at first the observer is obliv- 
ious. 

Strong in Still Life, 

But Murphy’s canvasses are not 
“problem” pictures in the sense of be- 
ing difficult to understand. One of the 
strongholds of this artist is in the field 
of still-life and texture painting, the 
studious devotion to which explains the 
certainty of Mr. Murphy’s brush. In 
such subjects as ‘“‘The Water Door,” 
every inch of the canvas is decorative- 
ly but truthfully varied, while at. the 
same time the work as a whole has the 
impression of unity and completeness. 
Mr. Murphy’s collection will be on view 
until March 265. 

The other special exhibition is in Gal- 
lery 14 in the east wing, and is a col- 
lection of paintings presented by WIl- 


jliam K. Bixby, or purchased from the 


income of the Bixby American art ac- 
quisition fund. The number of these 
works is now 20, and they are brought. 
together in a gallery for the first time 
for review. The collection includés son:c 
pictures which, it is safe to say, will 
remain notable in American art, while 
every .picture added has been selected 
because of its value in throwing light 
on the development of American paint- 
ing, as well as for its direct pictorial 
appeal. 
From His Private Collection. 

Not the least interesting among th:se 
works are the eight pictures recently 
added from Mr. Bixby’s private collec-

is a portrait of Lord Byron, the poer, 
very fine and rich in coloring; and tlie 
Ochtman is the “Frosty Acres’’ which 
attracted considerable attention at the 
World’s fair, and was instrumental] in 
securing a gold medal for the artis:

collection is complete. 

Attractive Marine Is Hung. 
Among other pictures newly hung in 
the Museum is “York Harbor Rocks in 
Winter,” by W. P. Burpee, a marine 
subject in attractive color, presented 
by William McMillan. It is a valuab.e 
addition to the paintings by American | 
artists. 

A collection of modern paintings be- 
longing to James F. Ballard is on view 
in Gallery 2. The paintings by Thomes 
S. Noble and a panel of engravings by 
French artists occupy Galleries 30 and 
81 in the west wing. The Museum wiil 
not be able to keep these works on vicw 
much longer, but other interesting exhi-

induced to withdraw his orueana pro- 
ceedings against her. 

“Why, oh why did I do it?’ she 
wailed, and then, recovering. herself, 
she looked about her as if defying the 
whole world and said: ‘“‘Why, I did it 
because my babies. were starving.’”’ 

.That is the woman’s comment on her 
pathetic situation and that will be her 
defense. 
Police Have Different Theory. 

But her victims, the private detective 
agency and the Cincinnati and Lexing- 
ton police ha a different theory of 
the motive that led the woman who 
had one charmed society and been 
noted for her gowns, her receptions and 
her extravagances, to ‘turn thief. 

The police believe that she stole be- 
cause of the rewards she expected to 
derive from ic: thefts. They say that 
ths woman’s history during the last 
year or two show that she knew she 
was stealing and that she had reaped 
rewards in other places. They are con- 
vinced that Mrs. Collins is an accom- 
plished shoplifter. It was said tonight 
tt they have evidence that she has 
visited stores in - shopp® >; district of 
Cinefrihati during the last holidays and 
stole goods. These, the police say, she 
disposed of in pawn shops. 

Owes na Hotel Bill. 

It was learned tonight that she has 
an unpaid bill for herself and her three 
children at the Palace Hotel in this 
city. In explanation of this she said: 

“On the night of Dec. 27 I had. my 
three children here and we had no 
money. I did not know 
for the night. I thought of a hotel. 
Then it occurred to me that no hotel 
would permit me to stop there over 
night unless I had baggage or paid my 
bill in advance. 

“T stole a traveling bag and@ some ar- 
ticles of toilet use and wearing apparel 
from the Sullivan home so that I could 
have a place for my children to stay 
ove: night.’”’ 

That friends in Lexington are rallying 
to her aid was made evident this after- 
noon, when City Attorney Walter Muir 
of Lexington came to Cincinnati to see 
what could be done toward having the 
prosecution dropped. Muir had a talk 
with R. J. Sullivri: and the Cincinnati 
police, but when he learned that Sullivan 
would not drop the prosecution he re- 
turned to his home. 

Wants Her Moved From Jail. 

Before he left he endeavored to have 
the woman removed from the poor quar- 
ters in the County Jail to some convent 
in or near the city. 

Muir toid the police that the friends 
of Mrs. Collins in Lexington had suc- 
ceeded in interesting her mother, Mrs. 
Emily Bell, who lives in Helena, Ark., 
in her Caughter’s case and also the 
woman's sister, Mrs. Joseph Higgins of 
‘Helena, and her brother, William Bell, 
of Neison, Mo. 

It is probable that Mrs. Collins’ will 
be removed to some other institution 
than the County Jail tomorrow or Mon- 
day and that her brother and brother- 
in-law will come on to Cincinnati to aid 
her defense.

National Civic Secret Service 
Trust Forming to Cleanse 
City Halls. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—It is learned 
tonight that John D. Rockefeller, An- 
drew Carnegie and Jacob H. Schiff are 
among the wealthy persons who will be 
found financing the movement to search 
for graft in St. Louis and other Amer- 
ican cities. 

This movement will become a national 
civic secret service and its field of op- 
eration will be in and about every City 
Hall in the United States. 

A conference looking to the organiza- 
tion of such a movement has already 
been held. One of the leaders is from 
St. Louis, but his identity will not be 
revealed by those actively engaged. 

A. Leo Weil, president of the Voters’ 
League of Pittsburg, who has been in 
this city for several days, stands spon- 
sor for the project to date, though the 
initiative was a spontaneous movement 
clear across the country. 

Former Gov. Folk of Missouri is re- 
ported here to be fully cognizant of the 
plans and may take more or less active 
part in the movement. 

It was primarily due to the efforts 
of Mr. Weil and his league that the 
huge graft in Pittsburg was exposed 
and five of the municipal grafters land- 
ed in jail. 

Since his coming to this city Mr. Weil 
has met Henry Bruvere and others con- 
nected with the Bureau of Municipal 
Research, which is financially and mor- 
ally backed by John D. Rockefeller, 
Andrew Carnegie, Jacob H. Schiff and 
many other rich men. 

Of the plan to Fring all of the graft 
hunting societies in the various ‘large 
cities together, Mr.. Weil’ said last 
night: 

“The, plan was suggested by some 
members of the San Francisco organi- 
zation; which hag dene effective work in 
that city and who happen to be in New 
York at the present time. 

‘‘No specific plan has yet been evolved 
but one probably will be later on. It 
has so far only been discussed but 
something will undoubtedly come of 
the discussion."’ 

A number, of New Yorkers who have 
taken a keen interest in municipal af- 
fairs are deeply interested in the proj- 
ect. It is believed that by bringing all 
of the graft hunting leagues together 
through some sort of a central body 
the effectiveness of each individual 
organization’s work will be materially 
increased. The experience of one league 
in one city will be placed at the dis- 
posal ef another league in another city, 
and by applying t > methods employed 
in large business organizations, the 
work of running down municipal graft- 
ers will, it is expected, be simplified 
and made more exact. 

In one respect the movement will be 
a huge graft-hunting trust and the 
power of a great centralized body will 
be behind every effort to uncover mu- 
nicipal wrongs and punish the wrong- 
doers.

His attorney tried in vain to stop him. 
The court called upon him to cease talk- 
ing. He defied them both and continued 
his strange tirade, which was a frantic 
recital of the aims of his society of 
which he is the High Priest. 

ttormey Disclaims Responsibility. 
Finally Charles E. George, his attor- 
ney, arose and in a voice vibrating 
with passionate chagrin exclaimed: 
“IT desire to say to the Court that 
no man will go farther to protect the 
legal rights of a client than I, but I 
cannot control the witness, and I do 
not wish to be held responsible either 
now or hereafter for this ludicrous 
show.”’ 


Thereupon Klein, his eyes . blazing 
with wrath, sprang from the witness 
chair and, shaking his long forefinger 
in hig attorney’s face, shouted: 

“All right, withdraw t& you wish to; 
railroad me if you will; but I shall tell 
my story,’’ and he continued to talk, 
loudly declaiming about  ‘‘sincerity, 
honor and vital facts.’ 

After a while his attorney again arose 
and shouted: “Stop, silence.” 

The court stenographer sat aghast, 
unable to follow the torrent of words. 

Klein exclaimed once: 

“I cannot control the girls; I cannot 
even control my own wife.”’ 

The girls he referred to were Dora 
Sauvageot and Rose Karaseck, who are 
alleged to be under his hypnotic con- 
troi in his villa in Switzerland. 

Likened toe Guiteau Trial. 

Finally Judge Easterday ordered a 
recess of court, and thus got a respite 
from Klein’s harangue. 

The scene was iikened by some of 
those who heard it to the incident in 
the trial of Guiteau for the murder of 
President Garfield when he persisted 
in talking on the witness stand in spite 
of his attorneys’ efforts to contro! him. 

Whether Klein is convicted or acquit- 
ted, he will be deported from the coun- 
try as soon as the Government immi- 
gration officials are free to take him 
in charge. So declared Alex 8S. Fulton, 
United States dmmigration officer, to- 
day. 


Kiein to Ask Divorce, 

The wife and two sons of Klein live 
in St. Louis. Mrs. Klein says she in- 
tends to bring suit for divorce as soon 
as the trial is over. She is very much 
concerned over the declaration that her 
husband is to be deported. She fears 
that the order may extend to her and 
her sons. She wishes to stay here and 
place her sons in business.

near, he clung with one hand to the 
grating of a nearby window. He man- 
aged to draw his revolver and fire one 
shot and then fell to the ground. His 
oullet missed its mark, but the noise of 
the explosion attracted several passers. 

The first of these was a saflor from 
the warship Calabria, who, as he ran 
up, saw the detective dragging himself 
to his feet and grasping the iron bar 
with nerveless hands, but as the sailor 
reached him Petrosino fell again to the 
ground, covered with biood, which was 
flowing from a desperate wound in the 
face. 

His eyes were still staring, as in a 
last effort to defend himself he turned, 
revolver in hand, to where his assail- 
ants had been. He was dead before 
the sailor and others who came to his 
assistance could raise his head. 

A Magistrate, who was notified of the 
assassination, went immediately to the 
spot and ordered the body searched for 
identification. The identity of the mur- 
dered man was at once disclosed. From 
papers found on him it appears that he 
had been gathering evidence with ref- 
erence to Italian criminals in the United 
States. 


Thocuments Prove His Mission. 
Petrosino had a letter of introduction 


to the Prefect as well as to many 
others throughout Italy. He had also 
official letters introducing ang recom- 
mending him to Premier Giolétti, who 
is Minister of the Interior, and to other 
officials of that ministry. 

These letters prove that Petrosino 





NEW YORK, March 13. 

Petrosino was born on Oct. 23, 1860, .in 
Italy, but came to thig country when a 
small boy, and received his education 
in the public schools in New York, On 
Oct. 23, 1883, he was appointed a patrol- 
man, and was assigned to the Tender- 
loin Station. In July, 1895, he was made 
a detective, and transferred to head- 
quarters, and four years later he was 
made.a detective sergeant. 

The Mafia flourished then, and Petro- 
sino did wonderg toward breaking it 
up. 

To Inspector Alexander Williams, Pe- 
trosino owes his start as a policeman. 
He was then one of a gang working on 
the city dump, and his quick wit and 
intelligence attracted the attention of 
Williams, who was seeking a criminal 
among the gang in which Petrosino 
worked. Williams told Petrosino the 
Police Department needed such a man. 

Petrosino’s appointment speedily fol- 
lowed. His prowess as a detective was 
first demonstrated when he was de- 
tailed. to arrest the murderer of G. G. 
Randaccio, a son of Prof. Randaccio of 
the Palermo Institute, who was stabbed 
to death on May 4, 1892, as he walked 
through Prince street. Petrosino ar- 
rested the murderer next day, and de- 
spite blood-curdling threats, kept on the 
case and arrested and convicted two 
accomplices, 


From then on threats to kill him be- 
came so numerous that Petrosino laugh- 
ingly rermarked they ceased to either 
terrify or interest him, as they ali 
lacked originality. 

Petrosino was a close student of hu- 
man nature, and a keen observer of peo- 
ple.and/ things. 

His war on-the Black Hand has been 
one series of successes, and arrests fol. 
lowed each other so speedily that those 
who worked with him marvel that he 
did ‘not come to an untimely end long 
before he did. 

Warned President McKinley, 

Petrosino felt the assassination of 
President McKinley very keenly. Some 
six months before the President’s as- 
gassination in Buffalo Petrosino was de- 
tailed at the request of Washington au- 
thorities to investigate certain rumors 
of a plot to kill the President. He re- 
garded the commission as a great hon- 
or, as, indeed, it was, and worked night 
and day for weeks. He spent much 
of this time in Paterson, N. J., where 
he was in disguise, at which he was a 
marvel, constantly. He learned enough 
to convince him that President McKin- 
ley’s life was in imminent peril} 

He made out his report, which was 
very concise and clear, and advised a 
close watch on the President, and 
warned him against going into large as- 
semblies of people, where assassinat‘on 
Wis easy. 

This advice was followed by the se- 
cret service men for months, but the 
President himself took the warning 
seriously. 

Warnings were also sent to King Her- 
bert of Italy, a few weeks before lijs 
assasination, based on Petrosino’s re- 
perts that the Anarchists of New York 
were plotting a demonstration in Italy. 

A reporter who knew him well writes: 

“The writer was sitting with Petro- 
sino in the Cafe Romana on Mulberry 
street one evehing. The detective haa 
finished a hearty meal and was reading 
an Italian newspaper. He suddenly 
pointed to @ paragraph which referred 
to the assagsination of a police officia) 
in a Russian town. His face looked very 
sad as he said: “They'll get me that 
way some day.” He smiled when press- 
ed for something more on the subject, 
and a few minutes later went out. 

Head of Italian Burean. 

An Italian Bureau was organized and 
placed in his charge four years ago. 
During its first year under Petrosino it 
made 700 arrests, 600 in 190 and 400 'n 
1906. In 1907 the total grew again and 
last year’s arrests In New York and 
Brooklyn totalled 80, the Brooklyn starr 
directed by Anthony Vactiris. 
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came to Italy as a special commissioner , 
from the American Government. One of 
his purposés was to track notorious 
leaders of the Black Hand, who have 
escaped back to Italy from the United 
States. He had important official lists, 
personal descriptiong and photographs 
of the criminals he sought. 


Another purpose was to make some 
agreement between the Italian and 
American governments to prevent the 
emigration of members of the Sicilian 
Mafia and the Neapolitan Comorra and 
to perfect arrangements, if they should 
leave Italy, to seize them when they 
landed in the United States, 

Petrosino had many addresses in Pa- 
lermo and other cities. He had affec 
tionate letters from his, wife and letters 
of introduction to Sicilian maors and 
other officials from Mr. L. Bonnana, 
108 Broad street, New York. 

Notes in a memorandum book proved 
Petrosino had remained a few days ai 
Tunis en route to Italy. He had beew 
at Trapani in the northwest corner 
of Sicily, about fifty miles from Paler- 
mo, and to other towns in Northwest 
Sicily, which are known as nests ol 
the Mafia. He jad been: reporting to 
Washington through various Americar 
consuls. His notebooks. contain very 
many facts and figures, which he war 
tabulating and preparing to send to the 
New York Police Department. 

There were also notes concerning the 
Palermo members of the Black Hand. 
Several postal cards were found ad- 
dressed to his wife, “Adelina Petro- 
sino, 223 Lafayette Square, New York.”’

Whenever he could get a night 
off, and there was an Italian opera he- 
ing given anywhere in the city Petro- 
sino was sure to be in the audience, 
Detective Vachris, head of the Brook- 
lyn Italian Bureau, asserts some Italian 
official, fearful of exposure, must have 
helped in the plot to murder Petrosino.

It was out 
of this fund Petrosino was sent to Italy 
to trace the Black Hand Societies io 
their source. Ft was supposed to be a 
secret mission, but apparently none of 
his moves were secret from his enemies, 
who always dogged him. It is said: oth- 
er detectives were in Italy with him, 
but on this subject his superiors will 
not talk.

CATCH DETECTIVE’S SLAYER 
ITALY AIDS AMBASSADOR T0 


ROME, March 1%. 

A Ait C. Griscom, American Ambas- 
sador, has submitted to the Italian For- 
eign Office the report received from the 
American Consul at Palermo of the as- 
sassination of Lieut. Petrosino and has 
urged that the greatest energy be em- 
ployed to discover the murderers and 
to bring about their punishment. The 
General Director of Police at Rome has 
sent several telegrams to the Prefect 
at Palermo to leave nothing undone to 
identify the murderers and arrest them. 
It is known that the entire police force 
in Sicily has been put to this task. 

The opinior prevails among the Italian 

authorities that Petrosini had been rec- 
ognized by some of the criminals whom 
he had tried to convict in the United 
States and who, fearing that he might 
run them down in their own country, de- 
cided to murder him. 
Premier Giolitti has recognized the 
significance of the American Ambas- [ 
sador’s representations in connection 
with the crime and he has personally 
interested himself in the measures un- 
Gertaken by the police to capture the 
assassins. He has ordered that all tele- 
grame received from the Prefect at 
Palermo and a copy of the instructions 
issued for capture of the guilty men 
be communicated through the Foreign 
Office to Ambassador Griscom in or- 
der to demonstrate that everything pos- 
sible is being done to the ends of justice. 
Lieut. <etrosino arrived\in Italy in 
September. He came first to Rome; 
where he was received by Ambassador 
Griscom, who obtained for him Govern- 
ment credentials so that he might have 
at his disposal the police and judicial 
records for the accomplishment of his 
missions. 

These credentials were easily obtained 
as Petrosino was most favorably known 
to the Italian police. He had often co- 
operated with detectives from Italy on 
their arrival in New York in search 
for Italian criminals. Indeed, he fre- 
quently had been rewarded by the 
Italian Government for his excellent | 
work.

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“Crazy Notion” Told Hitherto 
Law-Abiding Man to Thus 
Relieve His Poverty. 


GALENA, Kan., March 13.—Fred 
Davis, son of a well-to-do merchant 
of Galena, shot last night while flee- 
ing from the Miners’ State Bank 
which he had tried to rob alone, will 
live according to the physicians. 

Davis, who is 33 years old, has a'- 
ways been considered a law-abiding 
man. He served in the Spanish War 
and has since worked here as a mer- 
chant. He admits trying to rob the 
bank and in explanation says he “was 
in a hole and had a crazy notion he 
could easily get what money there was 
in the bank.”’ 

Two night watchmen foiled the rob- 
bery and one of them shot Davis as 
he fled from the bank when they er- 
dered him to surrender. 

It was believed by the officers that 
Davis had an dssistant and that he 
was in hiding in the Century .Hotel 
Building in which the bank is locat- 
ed. The vacant hotel building was 
completely surrounded and searched 
despite the statement of Davis that he 
was alone. 

When captured, Davis carried a drill 
which had evidently been used in 


istarting a hole in the brick vault. The 


hole was in the corner of the vault 
near the fleor and an opening large 
enough for Davis’ body would have 
been completed in only a few minutes. 

The attention of thé efficers was at- 
tracted by the constant pounding of 
the hammer. When discovered Davis 
attempted to escape, ignored com- 
mands to stop and was shot. 

“T had a crazy notion that I could 
easily get what money there was in 
the bank,” Davis said after his cap- 
ture, ‘“‘aand was prompted in the at- 
tempt by a run of hard luck. Although 
I have worked steadily, the $15 received 
each week as wages was not enough 
to keep my family and I gradua.ly 
went into the hole. I was not drunk, 
but I did drink a little whisky before 
I left home. There was no one with 
me and I suppose the reason I select- 
ed the Miners’ Bank was that the work 
would be easier and there would be 
less danger of getting caught.”

PARIS, March 13.—The preliminary 
investigation into the charges against 
Mme.

Steinheil, herself, in seeking to get 
rid of her husband, to whom she ob- 
jected, and her stepmother, whose for- 
tune she would inherit, deliberately 
planned and carried out the double 
crime.

The action of the Police Board in 
holding Chief of Detectives Smith 
blameless of wrorig in arresting Miss 
Hildegarde Hallen at midnight in her 
home, will be reviewed by Gov. Had- 
ley. The Governor said yesterday to 4 
Post-Dispatch reporter in Jefferson City 
that if it appeared the Board erred he 
would then take such steps as seemed 
to him proper. 


The -Board’s decision in regard to 
Chief Smith was given without the hear- 
ing of testimony of Miss Hallen or her 
mother. The Board having made no ct- 
tempt to obtain a statement from either, 
Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, who had interested 
herself in Miss Hallen, took the mother 
to the office of President Gray of the 
Board and her statement was made to 
him. The Board sent for neither Miss 
Hallen nor her mother. 

Mrs. Ingalls, after being informed of 
the Board’s action, said she did not 
know whether the W. C. T., U. would 
carry the matter to the Governor, but 
that she believed further action would 
be taken. 

The Post-Dispatch continwes fo receive 
letters in regard to the Hallen case. 
One letter signed by “A Few of the 
Teachers of a West End School,” in- 
closed $2.20 with the request that it be 
devoted to Miss Hallen’s defense. The 
letter said: 

“Unjustifiable Act.” 

‘We are heartily in sympathy with 
the efforts being made to obtain some 
sort of reparation for .the indignities 
she suffered.”’ 

The Women's Radical Political Edu- 
cation League; at a meeting in the Barr 
Branch Library. passed resolutions Ce- 
cluring the manner of Miss Hallen’s ar- 
rest to have been “unjustifiable from 
every legal and ethical standpoint,’’ and 
the view is expressed that “outrages 
of this sort are liable to be perpetrated 
at any time upon a class of citizens who 
are forcibly prevented from exercising 
the rights of citizenship.’’

Some 4186 less voters are enrolled for 
the municipal election of April 6 than 
were on the registration books for the 
national, State and city election of last 
fall. 

The, heaviest losses shown tn the reg- 
istration révision, just completed, are 
in the Twenty-second Ward, Lawler 
Daley's stronghold, and in the Four- 
teenth, an adjoining ward in the cen- 
tral part of the city. In the Tenth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth, Nineteenth and 
Twenty-eighth, residence wards, the 
registration has increased. 

The registration for the fall election 
of 1908 was 154,377, the largest ever re- 
cerded in St. Louis. The registration’ for 
this spring, with one precinct missing, 
is 149,711. 

Estimating the registration in the 
missing precinct, thé sixth of the Twen- 
ty-sixth Ward, as 480, the spring regis- 
tration would be 160,191, or 4186 less“than 
the fall figures. | 

Slump Due to Grand Jury. . 

A number of men have been convict- 
ed of registration frauds in the Twen- 
ty-second Ward at recent elections. 
Employes of the Election Commission- 
ers’ office yesterday expressed the opin- 
ion that the activity .of the grand jury 
in this matter was the chief cause of 
the big slump in the registered vote of 
the ward. It dropped from 4673 to 4067, 
a loss of 616. . 

Opportunity was afforded this spring 
for voters who had moved’ since last 
fall to transfer their registration. The 
canvassers then struck from the list# 
the names of those who were not found 
at the addresses they gave last fall. 

The registration in the Fourteenth 
diminished from 4060 to 3626, in the Fif- 
teenth from 3380 to 3000, in the Twenty- 


from 4719 to 4342. 
The largest increase was in the Twen- 
ty-elghth, from 11,768 to 11,952.

Wilber Smith, Selee’s Former. Protege, Makes 
Good Impression On McAleer. 





HOUSTON, Tex., March 14. 


MONG the young players who are 
A trying for positions on the Browns 

this spring, none is more likely to 
succeed than Wilber Smith, the catcher 
who worked at Pueblo for the past two 
seasons. Frank Selee, manager of the 
Pueblo team, and formerly manager of 
the Boston and Chicago clubs of the Na- 
tional..League, has always been consid- 
ered one'of the best “judges of ball- 
players.in the country. 


Selee, because of il] health, has been 
up in the mountains of Colorado and as 
manager of the Pueblo club he pro- 
nounced Wilber Smith, the youngster 
backstop now working with’the Browns, 
as the most promising boy since the 
time Johnny Kling broke into thegbig 
League. 


We were a bit surprised upon first 
sight of Smith to find him slight of 
build &nd apparently very young in 
years. But as a matter of fact he is 
22 years of age and, though slight, 
weighs 165 pounds. After a glance at 
him in action, it was easy to see why 
Frank Selee said he was like Johnny 
Kling. 


Smith has that same grace behind the 
bat that has made Kling the greatest of 
backstops. He takes the ball in cat 
fashion and he whips it to second with 
such ease and accuracy that one might 
think it were Kling himself. He has 
the exact style of Kling in throwing 
and he is the only other catcher in the 
big leagues today who has acquired that 
style. When he throws to second, it 
seems he does it with his forearm,, yet 
the’ ball goes down there as fast as 
though he doubled up and put all his 
force Behind it. It floats down in that 
feathery way that Kling has‘of throw- 
ing.‘ The secret of it is in getting it 
away fast and accurately.

to him. He is not a mollycoddle or a milkso

would say but a healthy, sound and baseball wise lad who is trying all the 
time to give his manager and the fans a run for their money.” 


These few poignant, pungent and 
highly apiced verbal pyrotechnics 
were set off by one “Scrappy” Bill 
Joyee the other afternoon when 
yours truly dropped into his well- 
known “souse” foundry on Sixth 
street.

Mortality Rate From All Dis- 
eases Reaches Lowest Per- 
centage in Years. 





Cancer is rapidly becoming a greater 
factor in the annual death roll of 8t. 
Louis. During 1908 the disease claimed 
548 victims—just :thréee less than half 
the number of those who died of tuber- 
culosis,in the same period. 

The absolute increase in the motall- 
ty due to cancer compared with the 12 
months of 190, was impressive enough, 
but its relative growth was even more 
Startling. 

Of a total mortality of 10,226 in 16, 
cancer was responsible for 429 deaths— 
slightly more than 4 per cent. In 198 
the disease was charged with consider- 
ably more than 5 per cent of the entire 
mortality of 9796. During 1906 the num- 
ber of those who died of cancer was 443 
of a total of 9920, and in 1907 it was 48) 
ot a total of 10,326. 

While cancer is growing more deadly, 
the harvest of tuberculosis is slowly 
diminishing. Since 19% there has been 
both an absolute and a relative decrease 
of deaths from the scourge. In 190 
consumption was charged with 1231, or 
more than 12 per cent of the 10,226 
Geaths. In 1906, it represented 1115, or 
slightly more than 11 per cent of the 
9920 deaths; in 1907, 1106, or 10 per cent 
of the 10,326 deaths, and in 1908, 1099, 
or a little more than 11 per cent of the 
9796 deaths. 

Appendicitis Gaining. 

Appendicitis is apparently more fash- 
ionable and more deadly than it was 
before 1905. In that year only 48 of the 
10,226 persons who died laid the blame 
on appendict#is. Last year 118 of the 
9795 deaths were attributed to the dis- 
ease. Two years ago 123 deaths were 
charged to appendicitis. That was an 
increase of 64 over the figures for 1906. 

There is not much of a lesson in the 
statistics touching apoplexy. That is a 
disease that is supposed to bear some 
relation to the rate and _= strain of 
American progress—a sort of barome- 
ter of the pressure under which the 
nervous system labors. Panics and 
periods of great political or industrial 
or financial excitement are supposed 
to be reflected in the number of deaths 
from apoplexy. 

However that may be, the records 
for four years are not very’ strong 
proof of the theory. In 1905. deaths 
from apoplexy in St. Louis were 185. 
The total for 1906, when the entire 
mortality was considerably less than 
in the previous twelve months, was 
250. In 1907 the number fell to 198 and 
last year rose to 237. 

Alcoholism List Variable. 

The virtues of the lid cannot be de- 
monstrated from the mortality rec- 
ords. In 1905, during which the cov- 
er was kept tight for six of the 
twelve months, alcoholism claimed 32 
victims. In the next twelve months too 
much intoxicants caused the death of 
42 persons. In 1907 the total mounted 
to 48, and last year fell to 21, the least 
for many years. 

But all the while cirrhosis of the liv- 
er was losing none of its importance 
as an ally of the Reaper. Cirrhosis of 
the liver is frequently but a medical 
euphemism for alcoholism. In 1905, this 
drinker’s disease killed 212, and in 1906, 
226. Its record in 197 was 212 and last 
year 221. 

Relatively, suicides and homicides 
are growing more numerous in St. 
Louis, although the absolute increase 
is not obvious. Of the 10,226 deaths ig 
1905, 178 were gue to self-destruction. 
In 1905, the suicides were 208 of a to- 
tal mortality of 9920. In 1907, there were 
216 suicides in a deathroll of 10,36. 
Last year the number was 215 in a 
mortality of but 9796. 

Decrease in Homicides, 

Two years ago the number of homi- 
cides. was 94. That was 2 more than 
durink the previous year and 80 more 
than were reported in 190. Last year 
there were 69 homicides. 

Pneumonia, which is second to con- 
sumption in the mortality, depends 
for its deadlines® on climatic and me- 
teorological conditions. In consequence, 
its harvest varies ‘with the season and 
the weather. No month, however, is 
entirely immune from the ravages of 
pneumonia. Not in four years. have 
deaths from the disease fallen below 18 
in July, the month in which it is al- 
ways least. conspicuous and danger- 
ous. 

Death Rate 13.6 per 1000. 

A gradual decrease in the death rate 
in St. 
the last ten years. Last year the low- 
est level in the city’s history .was 
reached—13.60 per 1000, a basis of 710,- 
000 population. In the three previous 
years the rate was, 1905, 14.88 per 1000; 
1906, 17.48 per 1000—the highest in sev- 
eral years—and in 1907, 14.54 per 1000.

Pope’s father, who did not know. his 
whereabouts until the article appeared 
in the Post-Dispatch, has sent a letter 
to Tom Randolph, vice-president of the 
National Bank of Commerce, 

As soon as Judge Pope learned of the 
plight of his son he wired $25 to Mr. 
Randoiph, who is also a Texan, for the 
credit of his son. Yesterday young Pope 
received a letter from Mr. Randolph 
asking him to call at the bank. 

Offered Work on Farm. 

Since the publication of the story in 
the Post-Dispatch yeung Pope has re- 
ceived about twenty letters, in nearly all 
of which there was an offer of employ- 
ment, and all were sympathetic. He re- 
ceived two offers of employment yester- 
day. - 

Mrs. H. L. Appley wrote from Rolla, 
Mo., that she had three months’ work 
for him on her farm, and that if he 
cared to go there she would send: him 
a ticket from St. Louis to that tewn and 
would have a team meet him to convey 
him to her home. She said there would 
be plenty of hard work, but that he 
could escape peonage in the city and he 
would be paid for all he did. 

Another letter was from Frank 
Chapman, a painter and decorator at 
3308 Park avenue, who “offered to 
give Pope a salary large enough for 
him to live on and a percentage on 
all the work he would bring in as a 
solicitor. 

Thanks Post-Dispatch. 

Pope has been employed in the ad- 
vertising department of a newspaper, 
and is a clean-cut and intelligent 
young fellow. He is well pleased 
with his good fortune in securing 
the position he has. 

“The miraculous part of the whole 
thing is the rapidity with which it 
all came about,” he said to a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch.

Review Shows City Suf- 
fered Less Than Most. 





1909 OUTLOOK IS GOOD

Clearing House Receipts De- 
crease in 1908 From 1907 
Only 2.87 Per Cent. 





The solidity of St. Louis banking insti- 
tutions and other business concerns was 
again demonstrated during the business 
depression of 1908, according to the an- 
nual trade review just issued by the 
Merchants’ Exchange. Comment is made 
on the fact that the West suffered less 
severely than the East in the stringency, 
and that St. Louls fared much better 
than other large cities. 

All lines of business showed a slight 
falling off except millinery, which is 
final proof of the Merry Widow’s popu- 
larity. 

The tonnage by rail and river, which 
forms an excellent index to business, 
shows how little St. Louis suffered. The 
total incoming and outgoing tonnage 
for 1908 g 39,644,000, as compared with 
47,820,585 in 1907, a banner year. This is 
@ decrease of about 18 per cent, said to 
be much smaller than the total de- 
crease in other large cities, and the per- 
centage of local traffic shows an in- 
crease, being 69.92, as compared with 63.87 
per cent for the previous year. 


1809 Outlock Is Excellent. 

In all branches of business, George H. 
Morgan, secretary of the exchange, says 
iu~ the report, the outlook for 1908 is 
excellent. 

The business of the Clearing House, 
which affords another general indica- 
tion, wag still more encouraging. The 
clearings in 1907 were $3,166,619,327 and 
were the largest in its history. The 
clearings in 1908 were only 2.87 per cent 
less, the report shows. 

The decrease in the volume of grain 
handled is said not to have been great- 
er than in other grain centers. The 
total receipts were 70,967,740 bushels, as 
cempared with 86,469,589 in 1907. This 
was larger than in any year previous to 
1906. 

In the who'esaleing and jobbing of 
silks notions and allied lines, the ag- 
gregate business for the year is esti- 
mated at $65,000,000, a falling off of 
about 15 per cent from 1907. 

That there was no falling off in the 
millinery business is shown by the 
statement that the goods *“Jobbed” in 
1908 equal in value the total of $6,000,000 
in 1907, which was the record year in 
the city’s business of that kind. This 
year is expected to be even better, mil- 
liners déclare. 

Largest Distributing Point. . 

The gross shoe business is placed at 
$53,000,000, only. about 6 per cent below 
that of the previous year. St. Louis is 
shown by these figures te be the largest 
distributing point for footwear in the 
United States, the report says, and is 
fast encroaching on its New England 
rivals as a manufacturing point. St. 
Louis shoe manufacturers, not satisfied 
with selling in all parts of the United 
States, have now extended their mar- 
kets to the South American countries, 
Cuba, the Philippines, England, Ger- 
many, France, Austria, Scotland and 
Ireland. 

The jobbing of hats, caps and gloves 
reach an aggregate of $4,200,000, about 20 
per cent below the business of 1907. Fac- 
tories which make clothes did a gross 
business of $11,500,000, a loss of about 
15 per cent, but in both these lines ad- 
vance orders are reported good, and 
excellent business during 1909 is ex- 
pected. 

In the manufacture of trunks, travel-

ing bags and valises, the business 
amounted to $2,500,000, a loss of about 
22 per cent. There was a loss of about 
15 per cent In the volume of business 
done by carpet factories, the total of 
Which was $5,260,000, 

Saddlery and harness manufacturers 
did a business estimated at $8,250,000, a 
loss of about 2 per cent. The de 
crease in business done by manufactur- 
ers of glassware and china was about 
15 per cent, the total being estimated 
at $2,125,000. 

The gross volume of business in the 
making of fire brick, terra cotta, tiling 
and wares of that kind was $4,500,000, a 
setback of 30 per cent. There was about 
a 10 per cent loss in the manufacture 
of dry plates for photographers, which 
totaled $1,750,000. 

The heavy hardware business fell off 
about 12 per cent, the total being esti- 
mated at $32,000,000. In light hardware 
the loss was about 30 per cent, the total 
of the two being $37,000,00. 

Machine shops and foundries did a 
business estimated at $18,500,000, a loss 
of about 80 per cent for the year. The 
Jobbing of railway supplies totaled $15,- 
000,000, a drop of nearly 50 per cent. 

The manufacture of freight and street 
railway cars fell of greatly, amounting 
to $6,000,000, only about one-fourth its 
usual volume. 

Dealers in teas, coffees and spices did 
a business estimated at $70,000,000, a loss 
of 15 per cent. Jobbers in woodenware 
fell back about 10 per cent, doing a busi- 
ness Of $18,000,000. Candy manufacturers 
did $6,500,000 business, which equaled the 
trade of 1907. 

Stove manufacturers did only about 
half the normal business, the report 
says, the total being $5,000,000, and the 
manufacture of drugs fell off about 10 
per cent, the gross businegs being $10,- 
800,000. This was exclusive of the patent 
medicine and chemical manufactures, 
which fell off slightly more, the total of 
these lines of business being $19,000,000. 


What Other Lines Show. 

Manufacturers of plumbers’ supplies 
did a business estimated at $7,500,000, 
about 25 per cent below 1907. Soap man- 
ufacturers and jobbers did $9,000,000, the 
loss or gain not being stated. Makers 
of granite ware and other dealers in it 
did an aggregate business of $5,000,000, 
a falling off of 20 or 26 per cent. 

Half the volume of trade in the*manu- 
facture of vehicles and wagons was lost, 
the total done being $15,000,000,  To- 
bacco manufacturers did $45,000,000 busi- 
ness, St. Louls being the largest plug 
tobacco manufacturing center in the 
world. The gross trade in paints, lin- 
seed ofl and white lead was $20,000,000 
for the year, a loss of about 18 per 
cent. 

Ten per cent less beer was brewed 
here than in 1907, the total being 3,194,- 
620 barrels. 

St. Louis bakers did business aggre- 
gating $7,000,000, a slight decrease from 
the year before. The general business 
in paper of all descriptions was $9,000,- 
000, the electrical supply business ap- 
proximated $10,000,000, a decrease of 25 
per cent for the latter.

The electric furnace, generating the 
next intensest heat khown to mah, 
produces a mere 5264 degrees Fahren- 
heit, which is sufficient, however, to 
melt carbon and produce artificial 
diamonds. Mounting over 1000 degrees 
higher, the oxy-acetylene torch 
reaches the terrific temperature of 
6350, only 4000 degrees less than the 
heat of some ofthe blazing suns of 
the universe which light and heat 
whole planetary systems! 
When electric welding was invent- 
ed, on the principle of the are light, 
it wag believed that steel bank vaults 
were doomed. But the electric torch 


goon developed defects which made it 


impracticable for criminals. In the 
first place, an enormous voltage w4s 
required, which was seldom at the 
disposal of the safe cracker. In the 
second place, such beating heat and 
light were developed that the opera- 
tor was forced to wear a fireproof 
nask and shield and heavy goggles to 
vent his face and body from being 
istered and his eyes from becoming 
red. Indeed, in the industry of 
electric welding, it has been found 
almost impossible for white men to 
endure the glare and fiery heat, and 
negroes are used for the work by 
many firms. | 
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But both these defects are obviatea 
in the case of the new oxy-acteylene 
torch. The entire equipment may be 
carried in a couple of suitcases, and 
is always ready for use. 

The torch costs only $75 and enough 
gas to carve open a safe may be made 
for a few cents. By the chemical vop- 
eration of the torch, its deadly flame 
is always surrounded by a blanket of 
hydrogen gas,.which insulates the 
frightful heat so thoroughly that even 
the nozzle at. the end of which the 
flame is formed remains cold. 

The hand maybe held within two 
inches of the flame without discom- 
fort. Yet, when this hydrogen‘ blan- 
ket is ruptured by pressing the flame 
against a metal, the latter will be 
consumed like a lath in a furnace. 


THE HARDER THE BETTER. 


Though most operators wear dark 
glasses and gloves, these are not 
wholly necessary. Many § welders 
wear neither. 

Most of the light comes from the 
metal which is being cut or welded, 
and little from the torch itself, most 
of the energy being heat. In addition, 
the torch, as recently perfected in 
America, is perfectly under contro] at 
all times and absolutely proof against 
explosions. 

The harder the steel, the more eas- 
ily the oxy-acteylene torch devours it. 
In fact, cast fron cannot be cut by 
this means, but must be melted away. 
Steel, on the contrary, is hardened 
by the introduction of carbon or man- 
ganese, which will burn. The cutting 
of steel by the oxy-acetylene torch ts 
not a mechanical cut, but a chemical 
one, The stream of oxygen directed 
against the steel oxidizes or burns 
it, together with the carbo. or man- 
ganese mixed with it, and the pres- 
sure blows the particles of white-hot 
metal away in a shower of sparks.

But, of course, the oxy-acetylene

num has capitulated to the new flame 
and may be welded as easily as solder. 

It is an important fact that the

The demand that this wreck be 
raised is not a new one. It has been 
made upon the Navy Department, 
more or less, every year since the 
close of the Spanish-American War. 

During that time the Navy Depart- 
ment could at any time have raised 
the wreck of its own volition without 
pressure from Congress. Even today 
Congress can not compel the Navy 
Department to raise the wreck, nor

He says that to raise the Maine by 
this means would be easy because 
the wreck lies in an inclosed harbor 
in water that is always smooth and 
where there is compa:atively slight 
rise and fall of the tide, whereas the 
Yankee lay in the open sea, subject 
to violent tidal changes. Moreover, 
the wreck of the Maine is partly above 
water, while the Yankee lay wholly 
submerged in a deep channel. Mr. Ar- 
buckle has had engineers survey the 
Maine’s wreck. 

Mr. Arbuckle expresses confidence 
in being able to bring the wreck to 
the surface in short order if permitted 
to go ahead. But it is considered al- 
together unlikely that he will be al- 
lowed to do anything of the kind. It 
is notorious at Washington that the 
Navy Department throws obstacles in 
the way of any such efforts and that 
its motto seems to be “Forget the 
Maine” instead of “Remember ihe 
Maine.” 

Congress cannot order the Navy 
Department to raise the wreck. Con- 
gress can appropriate as much money 
as it likes for that purpose, but it has 
no way of compelling the Navy De- 
partment to spend the money, 

There is a strong desire in naval 
circles to get the wreck out of exis- 
tence, now that the American people 
are whispering that it contains some

But the strangest part of Admiral 
Sigbee’s letter is.that he says that 
if they did raise the wreck it might be 
a menace to the health of the people 
of Havana! Exposing the wreck with 
its ooze and mud above water would, 
says Admiral Sigsbee, pollute the air, 
although people familiar with Havana 
Harbor laugh at this assertion, say 
the water all about the wreck is clear 
sea water and that there is little or 
no mud in it. And then, says Ad- 
miral Sigsbee, in conclusion, the best 
thing to do is to blow up the wreck 
with dynamite under water. Rike all 
naval officers, he displays strong op- 
position to raising the wreck. 

All his .utterances give weight, 
strength and significance to the rumor 
being so persistently circulated that 
the Navy Department is afraid to 
raise the wreck of the Maine.

THE EL YARA VERSION. 

The Maine was destroyed on the 
night of Feb. 15, 1898. Seventeen 
davs thereafter El Yara, a newspaper 
devoted to the advocacy of free Cuba, 
received from its correspondent in 
Havana what purported to be a 
truthful description of the means em- 
ployed to encompass the des.: uction 
of the American fighting machine, 
which he had obtained through the 
Cuban secret service. The story he 
forwarded to Key West was substan- 
tially as follows: 

‘Barquin was employed by an agent 
representing a responsible Spanish of- 
ficer to go. down in h‘s diving suit, 
place a mine in such a position that 
the Maine would swing over it with 
the turn of the tide, and connect the 
mine by wires with Santa Catalina, a 
tongue of land running into Havana 
Bay. The diver went on board a 
Spanish merchantman at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon of Feb. 15, and put on 
his suit. 

“He was lowered over the side with- 
out attracting attention, and put the 
torpedo, as he thought, in place; but 
it was discovered in testing the wires 
that he had placed it in dangerous 
proximity to the keel of the Alphonso 
XIII, which was anchored three cable 
lengths from the visitor. This made 
a second descent necessary, and it 
was made from a rowboat. For his 
service Barquin was promised a large 
sum of money, variously estimated at

AN ABSURD THEORY. 


If anybody is so foolish as to pay 
serious atténtion to this tale coming 
to light now, 11 years after the event, 
all he has to do is to consider that 
in nautical circles it is laughed at 
and the feat alleged to hdve been 
performed is described as a physical 
impossibility. 

It would have been impossible for 
two reasons. First, because the zone 
or circle in which the Maine was 
swinging at her anchorage was under 
continuous observation by a double 
watch for all hours of the day and 
night from the deck of the Maiae 
from the time she came to anchor 
up to the explosion. 

No craft, however small, was per- 
mitted to enter this theoretical circle 
without the closest scrutiny from the 
Maine. Admiral Sigsbee himself has 
told how during these days only. once 
did a suspicious craft. enter the the- 
oretical circle in which the Maine was 
swinging and how, while passing 
across it she was scrutinized by a 
dozen officers from ‘the deck with 
many of the crew.

In other words, it now seems 
that the way to establish yotir credit 
Yn Chicago is neither by displaying 
business capacity nor. real money, 
but by wearing a red coat and fol- 
lowing the hounds. 

If you get your name into the head 
of the society columns frequently as 
a participant in the most exclusive 
social events, if your wife and daugh- 
ter are identjfied with the “400,” if 
you are known exclusively as a so- 
ciety man, you can, it is believed, 
borrow all the money you need on any 
proposition, for any scheme, to do 
anything. 

Are the banks crazy to get into so0- 
ciety? That is one of the questions 
people are asking in Chicago since 
the revelations in the Booth case. 

Why is it that a society man can 
borrow a million dollars where an or- 
dinary man cannot borrow a thou- 
sand dollars? Are the banks, which 
are supposed to know all about the 
criminal world and to have a close 
knowledge of the actual conditions of 
the commercial world, so densely ig- 
norant of the social world that they 
are engaged in the wholesale pur- 
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Therefore, State’s Attorney Wary- 
man’s remarkable conclusion that 
there is really no difference may ap- 
peal to many as refreshing, and, at 
least, as rather unusual. 

The more interesting will {t appear 
in the light of the personality of the 
man who is the principal. 

W. Vernon Booth is perhaps the 
most extreme type of the all-around 
society man that the West has ever 
produced. In his tastes he is Eng- 
lish, though he is by birth and edu- 
cation thoroughly American, and 
traces his ancestry within the mem- 
ory of the present generation to A. 
Booth, the founder of the trust that 
made him a millionaire, and who used 
to drag fish out of Lake Michigan 
with his own hands not so many 
decades ago. 

Rut W. Vernon (no one knows what 
the “W” stands for, and even the 
grand jury in its indictment says of 
him “whose first name is to the jury 
ors unknown’’) never fished in thé 
vulgar lake. He has been a sports- 
man, but fishing was not in his line 
and, anyhow, his grandfather fished 
for profits, not for sport at all. 

W. Vernon Booth ran more to hunt- 
ing than fishing. He imported a sta- 
ble of British steeplechasing steeds, 
blooded and pedigreed, and installed 
them in the stable adjacent to his 
ultra-magnificent and prodigal sum- 
mer home at Lake Forest. It might 
be said with more propriety at one 
of his summer homes, for he has two 
others—one near Baltimore and one 
in Maine. , 


LONG ON WINTER HOMES. 


He is long axo on winter homes, 
for he has one on Bellevue place, one 
of Chicago’s most seciuded avenues 
of the fashionable, and maintains 
year in and year out a suite at the 
very stylish and highly expensive Vir- 
ginia Hotel, which was good enough 
for the royal Princess Eulalia and is 
the residence of such notables as the 
Hobart Chatfield Chatfield-Tayvlors. 

For several years he was the master 
of the hounds of the Lake Forest 
Hunting Club, a collection of mil- 
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without impoverishing millionaire 
presidents and other big investors, 
and no one regarded the unfortunate 
circumstance as ruinous to tlie 
Booths, at any event not socially. 
The rumblings began when the re- 
ceiver pried into the finances of the 
concern. Every effort was made to 
Suppress the disclosures, but one DY 
one they trickled ferth, until] at last 
the real facts stood revealed. . 
It. developed that about $5,100,000 
had been borrowed fromvarious New 
York, St. Louls and Chicago banks 
within four . years and that these 
bankers failed to understand how the 
great corporation could be insolveat, 
when the reports upon which they 
had based their faith in lending such 
large sums proved the assets many 
thousands above the liabilities all 
through the borrowing period. 


CHICAGO GETS REAL SHOCK. 

That started inquiry into the re- 
ports. Then came a series of discov- 
eries that really shocked Chicago— 
not only the little world of million- 
aires which had known W. Vernon 
Booth, but the whole community 
which did not know him at all. 

It was charged that the reports had 
been skied to their assets and 
that the liabilities had grown to an 
overwhelming amount in fact and aot 
at all on paper. 

And, saddest of all, it was stated 
that the name of W. Vernon Boota, 
president of this monster concern, 
which had warehouses and thousands 
of employes, from Labrador to Puget 
Sound, had signed several of the al- 
leged false statements of receipts, ex- 
penditures, bills payable and ac- 
counts receivable. ‘ 

The bankers came to a realization 
that with all their knowledge of 
things financial they had fallen vic- 
tims to their own simplicity. They 
had lent huge amounts of money— 
one bank lent $1,300,000—to a cor- 
poration on private statements signed 
by a man in whom they had every 
reason to feel the utmost confidence.

SOCIAL POSITION. 


This is not to say that Mr. Booth 
and his family intentionally utilized 
their splendid social connections to 
borrow money. But it is a fact that 
some of the largest loans made to the 
Booths are positively affirmed now 
in Chicago to have been advanced be- 
cause W. Vernon Booth was one of 
the “400,”" 

It is needless to point out that the 
utilization of social position to estab- 
lish credit is an old scheme in the 
Hast and in Europe. Some of she 
most remarkable criminals who have 
operated in Paris, London and New 
York have commenced by establish- 
ing high social connections. 

But the Eastern bankers were on 
to that game long ago. They have 
to be “shown.” In fact, some of them 
go so far as to actually suspect a 
man of crimina] intentions because 
he belongs to the “400.”’

The newspapers always regarded 
the two or three official hunts in the 
fall as society events of the highest 
color. There were almost as many 
photographers in the chase as there 
were hunters. One of W. Vernon 
Booth’s most beloved fads was to halt 
the chase and pose with his blooded 
pack gathered about his hunter’s legs 
while the camera shutters clicked and 
clicked. 

His wife never went in for hunting 
to any extent. She has always been 
a rather delicate woman, as becomes 
her Southern aristocratic parentage, 
and while her husband was resplend- 
ent in red coat and breeches at the 
outdoor functions, she shone as Dril- 
liantly within the reception room and 
was a noted figure at the grand balls 
and formal affairs in the blue-blooded 
circles. 


DAUGHTER A DEBUTANTE. 


His daughter, Miss Agnes Booth, a 
debutante of but three or four sea- 
sons, partook of the athletic leanings 
of her father as well as the drawing- 
room tastes of her mother, and is one 
of the favorites in society in Chicago 
as well as in New York, and in the 
several resorts where the family elect- 
ed to spend various seasons. Miss 
Booth is tall and winsome and bril- 
Hant matches have been proposed for 
her, but she always has frowned on 
me thought of surrendering her free- 

om, 

Now the Booths are in social ob- 
security. In fact, they have been keep- 
ing in the background ever since last 
November, when the great Fish Trust 
went into the hands of a receiver. ° 

That was a blow, a bitter blow, but 
many great corporations have gone 


| into bankruptcy and even liquidation . 
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through to join the other millions 
which had been sunk by too ambi- 
tibus investment in the completion of 
the world trust. 

There were some who, in the face 
of these terrible losses pleaded for 
mercy on behalf of Booth because of 
what he had been and what he still 
was in the pleasure hours of the 
first families. But bankers are pro- 
verbially hard-headed and _  hard- 
hearted folk. They organized a bank- 
ers’ committee, hired Jacob Newman, 
the husband of Mrs. Magnus, daughter 
of Adolphus Busch, the St. Louis mil- 
lionaire, and ordered Attorney New- 
man to force Booth to restitution or 
the law’s full penalty. 


COULD NOT MAKE RESTITUTION 


Restitution was out of the question. 
The affairs of the company, in which 
Booth had nine-tenths of his fortune, 
were hopeless. If he pledged all that 
he iad left it would nét be a drop in 
the bucket. So the other measure 
was enforced. 

Through the investigation it devel- 
oped that many important books and 
records were missing and had been 
spirited away, apparently either to 
defeat the investigation after the 
failure, or the Government inquiry 
into the monopoly last year. 

But it was learned that the reason 
for failure of the great concern, which 
had more than 5000 stockholders, was 
plunging on the ambition to perfect 
an air-tight and iron-bound trust. 

To \this purpose agents had been 
sent to all the big fisheries of the 
world to buy up Industries at any 
price. They had carte blanche. They 
bought and drew on the company, 
which honored the drafts as long as 
thé funds held out and borrowed as 
long as their credit was-good. When 
there was not enough in the bank 
upon which to borrew more, the false 
reports were written and the banks, 
regarding the Fish Trust as an affair 
with millions at its back, readily lent 
the vast sums upon reports, which 
gave them no reason to doubt their 
judgment. ° . 
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But this condition could not las‘ 
torever. The newly-acquired indus- 
tries were fine commercial propost- 
tions, but were purchased seemingl? 
at several times what they were im- 
mediately worth, and the returns 
were slow. When a crisis came the 
corporation could not meet it and 
the thing went bang. 

The fame of W. Vernon Booth re- 
mained unsullied through the’ first 
few weeks after the failure. Some 
cruel persons persisted in dragging 
him into it in the discussions in cen- 
ters of finance. It was. generally 
agreed that he had been too wrapped 
up in matters of a social nature vo 
devote the proper time and attention 
to his business affairs. It was set 
down as another instance of a man’s 
inability to be a «ing of finance and 
a prince of society at the same time. 





“One cannot be a master of the 
hounds and a master of the Fish 
Trust at the same time, and succeed 
at both,” said one of his intimate 
friends. The public at large was wil- 
ling to let it go at that, especially 
since Booth seemed to have enough 
left to enable him to maintain some- 
where near the social position he had 
formerly occupied: 

When it became known that Booth 
himself had affixed his signature to 
the suspected reports and it then de- 
veloped that the reports were unqual- 
ifiedly misleading, to express it char- 
itably, the thing took a different 
aspect. 


Booth was besieged for explana- 
tions, denials or anything else that 
would alter the popular impression. 
He shut himself in his office for a 
day and consulted his attorneys. Then 
he came forward to electrify the 
world with the Zollowing statement: 

“Mr. Booth, as president of ‘the 
corporation, signed various state- 
ments of its financial condition. 
These statements were prepared by 
the employes who had the books and 
accounts. Mr. Booth accepted the 
figures as they prepared them and 
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had no reason fo believe them false.’ 

It was cruel, but La Salle street 
laughed when this was made public. 
Even the bankers who had been 
“stung” the hardest smiled wry and 
painful little smiles. 

The idea of the head of a corpora- 
tion which was $5,000,000 overdrawn 
to the banks and which had spent 
many mNlions more than it had, yet 
turned up reports showing the bal- 
ance largely’on the credit side, being 
deceived by his paid bookkeepers into

elton’s own hands have been tanned 
Into harsh leather by the caustic ac- 
tion of the rays. The nails of one 
hand are gone, and the ligaments and 
muscles have swollen and hardened. 

These are he symptoms which 
have already, in about 12 cases, lead 
to death from cancer. Successive am- 
putations, beginning at the wrists and 
rising to the shoulders, have in sev- 
eral cases proved unavailing, the can- 
cer having outstripped the surgeons 
and succeeded in reaching the chest, 
where death was caused. 

In hundreds of other instances the 
lives of these martyrs to science have 
been preserved at the expense of 
parts of the hands, or whole hands, 
or the entire arms eaten away: A 
X-ray operators 
would resemble the rendezvous of an 
army after a battle, so many would 
be maimed, crippled and broken. 

It is a strange fact that while the 
X-ray is a cure for cancer in its 
earlier stages, the same ray will pro- 
duce the disease after a few years’ 
daily exposure to it. The action of 
the ray in curing cancer is believed 
to consist of a drying up of the dis- 
eased tissues: But if continued long 
enough, the ray will also shrivel the 
healthy tissue, and either produce 
cancer or prepare a fertile field for 
its growth. S 

WORSE THAN A BURN. 


In the early days of the X-ray it 
was not uncommon for patients to 
be burned while radiographs of their 
broken bones were being taken.

“Many of these men—real martyrs 
to science—have shortened their 
lives; some of them are old men at 10 
Their general nutrition has been 
greatly impaired and their vitality 
lessened. Just how this is brought 
about, the physicians do not know; 
but that it is true is cértain. 

“The hands of most Roentgen ex- 
perts look like those of old men. The 
skin becomes reddened and very sen- 
sitive, and nodules appear near the 
joints: The rays break down the tis- 
sues and kill the skin, so that graft- 
ing has to be resorted to, and later 
ulcerations appear.” 

Belton says that his general health 
and stamina have been declining as 
his hands were affected, and he as- 
cribes the change to the influence of 
the rays passing through his clothes 
and his body. Nevertheless, he has 
not ceased work a day, and intends 
to continue it as long as he is able.

coming affected. This is true of hun- 
dreds of other experts, who are just 
discovering the malignant effects of 
the rays. 

Ignorant of these at first, the pio- 
neers took no protective precautions. 
Now almost the whole army of them 
ig paying the price. 

Of course, protection for the op- 
erator was immediately devised, once 
it was known there was need for pro- 
tection. Lead is almost opaque to 
the X-ray. So rubber gloves, in the 
fabric of which lead is woven, were 
made, and lead masks for the face 
with lead goggles, constructed. 

A tall screen of lead behind which 
the operator may stand, with a lead- 
glass partition to look through, is the 
latest invention. These contrivances 
have now robbed the X-ray of some 
of its maleficent potency. 

That an artifically induced old age 
is one of the greatest dangers of ex- 
posure to the X-ray is the opinion 
of H, Clyde Snook, a prominent mem- 
ber of the American Roentgen Ray 


ety. 
Mr. Snook is one of the foremost 
authorities on the X-ray, and has 
read papers before the International 
Society in America and Europe. He

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He anticipates little further injury 
from the rays, as he has protected 
himself with screens and leaden 
gloves. But the injury already done 
may prove, he fears, irreparable, as 
has been the case in so many other 
instances. 

On numerous occasions he has been 
called upon to take his apparatus to 
the bedside of persons suffering from 
broken necks or other injuries which 


made it unsafe for the patients to be 


moved. On such occasions he was 
exposed to the full force of the rays. 

His case recalls the recent death of 
John’ Bauer, the Hartford manufac- 
turer of Roentgen ray tubes, from 
cancer contracted by constantly ex- 
posing his hands to the powerful 
X-ray. The first symptoms showed 
themselves a few years prior to his 
death. An arm and the fingers of 
the other hand had been amputated in 
a futile attempt to save his life. 

About a year ago John Hall-Ed- 
wards, president of the British Elec- 
tro-Therapeutic Society and an X-ray 
pioneer, suffered the amputation of 
his left arm on account of cancer, 
which developed warts on his 
hand caused by the Roentgen rays. 
Prior to the operation his sufferings 
were intense. 

“I have not experienced a moment's 
freedom from pain for more than two 
years,” Mr, Hall-Edwards wrote in a 
letter to the British Medical Journal, 
appealing to its professional readers 
for suggestions concerning treatment 
which might afford him relief.

? Lawrenceburg, Ind.? Pioneer residents of 
that historic little city believe that there is. A 
 @iligent search is now being made for whatever of 
_- yalue ma¥ be hidden in or about the old place. 
Recently Grover C. Hafner of the Lawrence- 
- burg Roller Mills Co., while{searching the famous 
- gtructure for curios, discovered an ingeniously 
' eonstructed secret compartment. This is located 
beneath a quaintly carved staircase which begins 
tts ascent about midway of the main corridor. 
- Therein Mr. Haffner found a small sum of money 
- and several time-stained documents. The nature 
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In 1832, shortly after the disastrous flood of that 
year, the Vance homestead was sold to Omer Tou- 
sey, a wealthy land broker of Lawrenceburg. Im- 
mediately thereafter it became a center of social 
activity. Pioneer residents of the city still re- 
call the grand balls and dinners held there al- 
most weekly throughout Tousey’s ownership, 
lending to it a prestige that reached far and wide 
and gave the grand old place the name of its 
hospitable owner. : 

In the Tousey House were entertained some of 
the foremost men of that day, notably the Hon. 
Amos Lane, twice a member of Congress; Col.

This discoyery, coupled with ©ertain romantic 
facts interwoven in the history of the place, leads 
to the belief that considerable treasure may be 
secreted there. The Tousey House is one of ‘he 
 @ldest and most interesting landmarks in the 
Ohio Valley. It was built by Capt. Samuel C. 
- Wance, founder of Lawrenceburg, whose name is 
_ losely identified with the early history of South- 
ern Indiana. . 

_ Captain Vance was a native of Pennsylvania. 
He, with his family, crossed the Alleghanies in 

- Wagons, arriving at Cincinnati almost simulta- 
neously with the advent of the Pikes, who sat- 
tled’in Kentucky, and the Harrisons, who took up 
their,abode near North Bend, O., not many miles 
from Lawrenceburg. 

He bought afl the land upon which Lawrence- 
burg is situated, as well as a large tract of bot- 
tom land above that city. He began laying out a 
town, which he named in honor of his wife, whose. 

maiden name was Lawrence, the first record of 
which was made April 8, 1802. 

There was a rapid accession of settlers to the 
new town, and it soon began to look as though 
Lawrenceburg would outrival Cincinnati as a 
commercial center. Elated over this tribute to 
his judgment, Vance determined to construct a 

-home in the most eligible part of town, and in 
1810 the structure since known as the Tousey 
House was built. Neither time, labor nor ax- 
pense was spared in its construction. When com- 
pleted, it was conceded to be the finest residence 
between Pittsburg and New Orleans. 

Built after the style of English manor houses, 
the plans being procured in London expressly for 
Capt. Vance, it was, and is, decidedly an elegant 
éxample of ‘architecture. Nor did its builder's 
ambition wane with its achievement. Elegant and 

massive furniture was secured at great expense 
from Pittsburg. This was brought to Lawrence- 
burg by tedious stages in keel boats—a form ot 
craft very similar.to the canal boat—which, fm- 
stead of being towed by horses or mules, were

SHALL describe, after a bit of 
| necessary autobiographical intro- 

duction, what the “mark” in St. 
Louis is up against when he sits in at 
the at American game of poker, if 
he happens to be’ pitted against a pro- 
fessional card sharp,.such as I have 
been for 18 years. 

I learned to gamble at a military 
school to which my father, a well-to- 
do Virginia banker, sent me at the 
age of 17. At that time I was the 
“mark” and was regularly fleeced 
each month upon the arrival of my 
allowance by another student, who, 
I have since learned, was an expert 
cheater. But, though I always lost, 
I found that gambler’s blood coursed 
in my veifs, and learned that I had 
the nerve/and a. telepathic keenness 
in reading the “hands” of others by 
their actions, qualities which are in- 
ye na to the “business.” 
ecatise of the habits I formed at 
en y I was withdrawn and put to 
work in a railroad office, but spent 
all my earnings at poker. I was such 
a “mani that the fellows used to tell 
me to shove my money under the 
door and go away, for all the good it 
would @o me to come into the game. 

By ‘accident I was put “hep” to the 
tricks. of the trade. A merry-gZo- 
conn as being operated in our town 

Wea for a poker game, manip- 
ulated y a handsome, well-dressed 
young man named Scott. Seeing my 
interest in his winnings and learning 
who I was, he picked me to be his 
partner, becatse I was young and ia- 
nocent looking, and could, perhaps 
command a “stake,” piece of 
money with which to start operations. 


LEARNS THE BOTTOM DEAL, 


Scott “tipped himself off’’ to me 2s 
a professional gambler, and told of 
the bonanzas he had won by steering 
the cards. But he did not tell me 
about “hoboing it’? on the “rattlers” 
(boxcars), or depending on free lunch 
for sustenance. His roseate picture 
of the gambler’s life allured me until 
I stole $60 from my mother and Scott 
and I hit. the bumpers to another 
town. | Was chagrined afterwards 
to learn that I had missed a $1000 bill 
which lay in the same trunk from 
which T had taken our “stake.” 

My mentor in cheating depended, I 
goon discovered, on what is called the 
*bott deal.” This consists in lo- 
cating the cards one wishes, placing 
them at the bottom of the pack, and 
dealing them from ‘there, instead of 
from the top, to one’s self or one’s

A queer thing about gamblers is 
their irresisttble temptation to eo 
up against crooked gambling tricks in 
other lines. When I had fieeced some 
man at poker or pitch, then | would 
go out myself and be fleeced at faro 
or roulette. This is the main thing 
which keeps us down and out most 
of tha time. 


TOOK YEARS TO LEARN. 


My chief reliance in poker has now 
grown to be the “double shuffle-up,” 
by which I can deal any cards in he 
pack to myself, my partner and the 
“marks.” I do not need marked cards 
or strippers for this feat, which it 
took me years of patient practicing to 
acquire. 

The first thing to be done'is to lo- 
cate the cards and get them at the 
top of the pack. Usually some good 
cards are lying face upwards on the 
table after the previous hand has been 
played. If not, while the other play- 
ers are busied in settling with their 
chips, I can, with one glance find the 
cards I want, and with a shuffle or 
two get them at the top of the pack. 

Suppose it is a four-handed game 
that I have a partner and that the 

“mark” with the biggest roll is the 
second hand,-my partner being the 
third hand. I wish to give my part- 
ner three queens and the ‘mark’ 
three jacks, a hand on which he will 
bet his head off, and then lose to 
my partner’s higher cards. 

[ first get the three jacks and the 
three queens at the top of the pack. 
It is obvious that, in order to place 
the cards as I wish them, the jacks 
must be the first, fifth and ninth 
cards dealt, and the queens the sec- 
ond, sixth and tenth cards. My task 
in shuffling is to insert two cards be- 
tween the first queen and the sec- 
ond jack and two more between che 
second queen and the third jack, di- 
rectly under which the third queen is 
left undisturbed. 


COUNTS WITH FINGERS. 


To perform this feat, covering it 
with the ordinary motions of shuf- 
fling, requires the nicest sense of 
touch. I ¢ah do it. while looking 
across the room, for I can count in- 
fallibly by the feel of my thumbs. 
One card, two cards, three cards, sev- 
en cards-—-I know instantly how mavy 
are held against my thumb. 

My cards are now so placed that the 
“mark,” with his three jacks, will 
veel his whole roll, and my partnor, 
with his three queens, will take it 
from him. It ig customary to cut the

nave to let him do ft. So he pitks up 
about half the deck and I place the 
bottom half on top. My _ fixed cards 
are now buried in the middle of the 
pack. But I m again by 
“driving to she crimp.” 

Before the “ube” cur [I put a 
“crimp” the eards about half-way 
down; that is. I slightly bent them 
upwards. Nine times out of ten the 
“mark” will cut directly down to this 
crimp, for the cards naturally divide 
there. With the cards in my hand, I 
insert a finger at the “crimp” and, by 
a motion as swift as light, revolve the 
bottom half of the pack around my 
thumb, and the cards are in their 
original position. In a few minutes 
the “rube” is separated from his roll. 

Sometimes it is useful to know what 
the bottom and top cards are in a 
pack. These tricks are called ‘“flash- 
ing the top’ and “flashing the boi- 
tom.” As the deck lies flat in the 
hand, an invisible movement of the 
thumb bends the bottom or the top 
card and exposes one corner for a 
moment. 


ONCE IN NIGHT FOR THIS. 


Suppose, after the cards have been 
dealt in a “shuffle-up,” I ‘‘flash” the 
bottom card and find it is the fourth 
queen. When my partner discards 
and makes his draw of two cards, I 
deal him the fourth queen from ‘he 
bottom, making . assurance doubly 
sure. 

A good gambler rarely does this 
stunt more than once in a night, 
several such hands would arouse sus- 
picion. He waits until most of the 
money has found its way to one 
player, and then, by one deal, takes it 
all away from him.* 

There are 'a.number of. card makers 
in Chicago who supply gamblers with 
what are known as “strippers,” 
which are decks of cards certain of 
which are almost Jmperceptibly wider 
than the others. By the delicate sense 
of touch of a practiced gambler, these 
cards are readily detected, but the or- 
dinary man would never discover any- 
thing ‘ g “phony” about the pack. 
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Some decks have poker “strippers, 
in which the nine highest cards of any 
one suit, diamonds, for instance, have 
the extended margins. The dealer 
first, in shuffling, gets all these cards 
together at the. bottom of the deck. 
Then, by bottom dealing, he gives 
them to himself or his partner. By 
this means he is always sure of a 
flush, or five cards of -the same suit, 
and this is the fourth highest hand 
in poker and one rarely beaten. 

There are other poker “strippers,”’ 
im. which the four aces are the wide 
__ cards , and four aces are the second 


highest hand possible im the gate. 
Only a straight flush, consisting 
of five cards of the same suit in nu- 
merical rotation, as the ten, nine, 
eight, seven and six of hearts, cau 
beat it. Some decks are €¢ven 
stripped for the royal straight flush, 
but naturally it would be indiscreet 
for one player to display four aces or 
a straight royal flush more than once 
a night. The most popular poker 
“strippers” are those making a flush 
always possible. 

There is a little side game called 
ae ‘ake-off” _which many gamblers 


employ to increase their winnings, 
and it sometimes nets them $20 in an 
hour. This is nothing more nor less 
thansstealing the chips of the other 
players, by means of what is called a 
“cop-check,” because the manipulator 
“cops off’ the chips. This is a trans- 
parent gum, very sticky, which is 
poured in the palm of one hand. 

By a careless motion, the cheater 
sweeps his hand over another’s stack 
of chips, as if arranging them; one 
chip adheres to his hand and can be 
furtively added to his pile. When 
chips are worth 25 cents to $1 apiece, 
it will be seen what a lucrative litile 
side line the ‘“‘cop-check’’ is. In place 
of this, some players use a bite of 
surgeon’s adhesive bandage, glued to 
the palm. 

I now come to marked cards, or 
“readers,” as they are known to the 
“profession.” The main thing is to 
make the mark so plain that it will 
be legible to the dealer as he rapidly 
shuffles and deals the cards, and at 
the same time so inconspicuous that 
the “sucker” will not detect the cheat. 
Marked cards can be bought, or one 
can get for $5 white ink, a brush and 
a ruler, prepared especially for mark- 
ing cards, or “blocking” them, to | use 
the gambler’s term. 


GOOD EYES ARE NEEDED. 


One should have good eyesight to 
use “readers” ‘successfully. A word 
to the inexperienced: Beware of the 
old gentleman in the game who ap- 
pears to be very_nearsighted. In good 
weather he can see around three cor- 
ners and count the drops of sap.in a 
pine log. 

Bicycle cards, so-called from the il- 
‘ustrations. on the backs, are pre- 
ferred for markifig. There is usu- 
ally a small bicycle frame pictured, 
A line drawn vertically at the right 
side of this frame means that the 
card is an ace; a vertical line at 
the left means a king; a horizontal 
line at the top means a queen and a 
horizontal line at the bottom a jack, 
These lines seem to’ be part of the 
original picture, but they are full of 
significance to the dealer. 
marks indicate the other nine cards 
in a suit. 

In using “readers” it is necessary 
for the dealer to be proficient in 
“second dealing,” oredealing the sec- 
ond card in the pack instead of the 
top one. To be performed without 
detection, the acquirement of this 
trick is difficult. As the cards lie 
in the hand, the first ecard is drawn 
back for agfra raction of a second, and 
the second'’’card is

LUSTERED on Madison street, Chicago, are a number of houses” : 
whose business is supplying “crooked”’ apparatus to gamblers. 
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soon as it is extracted, the top card is 
again moved forward into its place, 
and sO on. ; : 

As the dealer is passing the “read- 
ers” about the circle, a mark tells him 
the top card is an ace. He wants that 
for himself or his partner. So he 
“second deals” or “bottom deals” .n- 
til he reaches his partner or himself, 
and then at last deals the ace from 
the top. : 

As he gives the others their 
“draws” to replace their discards, he 
may find another ace, which, by the 
same devious maneuver, he appropri- 
ates for himself or his partner. To 
aid himself in disearding, he may 
take three. cards from the deck and 
lay them face downwards before him. 
By -comparing the marks on their 
backs with the cards he already holds, 
he knows just what cards to discard 
to award himself, say, three of a kind 


-or a full hand, 


Another trick on which gamblers 
often rely is the “hold-out” in its 
various forms. A’ simple way to 
“hold out” is to “cop” all the aces 
from a deck and put them in one of 
side coat pockets. 

The gambler must seem to be 
troubled with catarrh and frequent!y 
blow hig nose, using a handkerchief 
which he keeps in the same pocket 
with his “hold out.” Say the four 
aces are in his right coat pocket. At 


last the time arrives when, by one gam 


stroke, the gambler may win the 
whole pot. The “mark” has a good 
hand and ig betting Ss his pile. 

The gambler again blows his nose, 
this time- absent-m y returning 
the handkerchief to his left coat pock- 
et.

Miss Mary Harriman, daughter of. E. H.
